An attempt to throw support to 
Harold E. Stassen produced neg- 
ligible immediate results. 


All state units of the National 
Draft Eisenhower League were 
asked to disband by top officials 
of the league, who said the organ- 
fzation “reluctantly bows to the 
wishes of the General.” 

The original six organizers of 
the draft movement then an- 
nounced their support for Stassen 
and requested state chairmen of 
the league to put their weight be- 
hind efforts to obtain the Repub- 
lican nomination for him. 

This plea was greeted with little 
enthusiasm. Its most notable re- 
sult was a mention of ible 
support for other potential and 
avowed candidates, and even some 
talk that state segments of the 
league might stick to their guns 
in Eisenhower's behalf. 


Stassen'’s Pledge. |

ton, Stassen, obviously pleased at 
being smiled on from an unexpect- 
ed quarter, welcomed his new sup- 
porters into camp and pledgéd he 
would join them “to advance the 
liberal cause in the Republican 
party.”

ment of the new 8t. Loujs Dairy 
price schedules will be made Tues- 
and they will go inte effect 
ednesday, B. M. Lide, president 
said, jast night. 
Customers of Pevely will pay 
22% cents a quart for Grade A 
milk and 48 cents for the half- 
gallon containers. The present 


‘price is 21% and 42 cents, respec- 


tively. Homogenized Grade A 
milk will be increased ftom 22% 
cents and 44 cents in those sizes 
to 23% and 45 cents. 
Coffee cream, now retailing at 
23 cents a half-pint, will be raised 
one cent and whipping cream, now 
83, will. go up to 34 cents, , 
No increase in the price of milk 
sold in paper containers is 
planned at this time, the repre- 
sentative said.

Kokoda Bucking the Ice on Way to 


KOKODA SLOWED BY 
ICE, STILL 170 MILES 
AHEAD OF HELENA 


Steain-Powered Boat Forced 
to Split Tow and ~ 
Double Back.

The steam-powered towboat Ko- 
koda, slowed :to slightly more than 


Mississippi river below Cape Gir- 
ardeau, divided its four-barge tow 
into two sections of two rges 
each yesterday, as it attempted to 
maintain its lead of more than 
170 miles over its ill-fated rival, 
the Helena. 

The Kokoda ran into a solid 
mass of heaWy ice when it reached 
a point 10 miles above Cairo, IIL, 
where it tied two barges to the 
river bank and used the other two 
barges,to break a channel until it 
reached a position 13 miles above 
Cape Girardeua. These. barges, 
each loaded with about 2500 tons 
of cargo, then were. tied to the 
bank and the Kokoda double 
tripped back for-the first pair. 

The Helena, which has suffered- 
one mishap after another, was un- 
able to gain on its rival in the 
race up the river from New 
leans to’St, Louis because it was 
moving upstream at half-power, 
which is three and one-hajf miles 
an hour, This is about the same 
speed the Kokoda was making. 

The Helena’s low-speed was oc- 
casioned by trouble in its port en- 
gine, which developed Friday, and 
has kept the vessel pushing up- 
stream, at a pacé approaching a 
crawl. Officials of Federal Barge 
Lines, operators of both towboats, 
|expect the 945-mile race, which 
began last Jan. 15, will. not end 
until tomorrow or Tuesday be- 
cause of the delay caused by the 
heavy ice.

CHICAGO, Jan. 24 (AP)—Bliz- 
zard conditions, bitter cold weath- 
er, and ice and sleet are making 
winter miserable for large sections 
of the nation, this’ weekend. 

Deaths mounted as frigid weath- 
er accompanied by snow and ice 
struck the central, eastern and 
southern states. 

At the same time, sunny Cali- 


fornia was too sunny. In southern 
California, 31 days without rain 
Was accompanied by near record 
heat, and crops were endangered. 
In the San Joaquin Valley, Satur- 
day was the thirty-ninth succes- 
sive rainless day and crops were 
dying. 3 

San Francisco reported a record 
temperature of 73 degrees, four 
degrees above the previous Jan. 
24 high in 1899. Los Angeles had 
85 degrees several days running. 

At least 17 persons were dead 
in widely scattered sections from 
causes attributable to the weather. 
These included a death from freez- 
ing in Georgia and two Texas 
deaths as the worst cold wave of 
the winter continued. 

New York City Blizzard. 

In the northeast states, a bliz- 
gard blanketed New York City 
with fresh snow and brought low 
temperatures and biting winds to 
the entire area. | 

The temperature dropped to five 
below zero at Vicksburg (Miss.) 
airport. Snow fell in New Orleans, 
La;, and at Cullomburg, Ala., 83 
miles from the Gulf of Mexico.

Cripps argued the French 
move threatened the financial sta- 
bility of much of western Europe. 

He departed just before govern- 
ors of the International Monetary 
Fund, on which the United States 
holds 32 per cent of the voting 
strength, convened in Washington 
to decide —— to approve the 
French proposal, 

Grund. officials in Washington 
said it was uncertain a decision 
would be announced there within 
a matter of hours, as predicted by 
a Paris spokesman. Some diplo- 
mats in Washington said they 
believed French announcements of 
intention to proceed regardless of 
the Fund’s stand were part of a 
pressure campaign.) 

Would Seek Own Level. 

The franc now has an official 
value of 120 to the dollar. On the 
illegal Paris money market the 
value is 340 to the ‘dollar. , BY 
legalizing this ‘black market” in 
currency, the French propose to 
let the franc seek its own level at 
home. For uses abroad, however, 
it would be devalued to about 220 
to the dollar. The move would 
permit exporters to put dollar 
price tags on their goods about 
50 per cent below the present 
prices. 

The Fund's member states 
agreed when the organization was 
founded that they would not de- 
value their currency by more than 
10 percent without the Fund's 
permission. 

A spokesman for the French 
Foreign Ministry announced, how- 
ever, that his Government gyas 
forced by its present financial 
situation to devalue the franc 
regardless, 

He added that France had no 
intention of withdrawing from 
the Fund and believed that a 
memker state had the right to 
carry out “monetary reform.” The 
French quoted a section of the 
Fund’s statute which provided 
that the Fund should not object to 
change in a country’s currency if 
it was meant to “correct a funda- 
mental disequilibrium.”

QUAKE RECORDED 
ALL OVER WORLD 


English Seismograph Shows 
Tremors for Period Exceed- 
ing Three Hours.

At least 12 deaths were reported 
last night in the Far East from 
an earthquake Which registered 
major reactions on seismographs 
throughout the world. 

The earthquake struck Iloilo, 
capital of Panay Island, in the 
Philippines, 285 miles southwest 
of Manila. Unofficial reports from 
the terror-stricken city of 125,000 
said the 12 were crushed to death 
by falling walls, two of them when 
the six-story bell tower of ancient 
Jaro cathedral collapsed.

The seismology laboratory of 
the California Institute of Technol- 
ogy in Pasadena, Qalif., recorded 
an earth shock of “very great 
maghitude” at 12:58 p. m. St. 
Louis time yesterday. Dr. Charles 
F, Richter estimated it to be from 
7000 to 8000 miles from Pasadena 
with its direction undetermined. 
He ,described it as the greatest 
shock recorded at the institute 
since the December 2946 quake 
in Japan, 

A report from London said a 
seismograph at West Bromwich 
recorded what the observer there, 
J. J. Shaw, called an “enormous 
earthquake.” The machine re- 
corded tremors for more than 
three hours after 12:04 p.m., St. 
Louis time. 

Shaw estimated the quake was 
from 8000 to 9000 miles from 
Britain. He located it near the 
center of the Pacific Ocean or 
off the west coast of the south- 
ern extremity of South America.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24— Gen. 
Eisenhower's “definite and pos- 
itive” withdrawal from the polit- 
ical picture when his popularity 
was perhaps at its peak forces 
his self-inspired advocates to seek 
other heroes, The principial bene- 
ficiary will be a Democrat—Pres- 
ideht Truman, who was running 
behind the General in the 
gampling polls. 


Within the Republican. party, 
the eager recipients of shifted pop- 
ular attention are likely to be 
Gov. Dewey of New York and 
former Gov. Stassen of Minne- 
sota. Unless Senator Vandenberg 
of Michigan removes himself just 
as positively from the presiden- 
tial picture, a large segment of 
the former Fisenhower following 
is likely to drift in his direction. 
This is not expected to be true as 
to another unavowed candidate, 
Gen. MacArthur. Eisenhower's 
emphatic assertion that “politics 
is a profession” for which milli- 
tary leaders are not qualified will 
definitely darken the prospects of 
the generalissimo, who has not 
been in this country since 1937, 

(In Tokyo, MacArthur said he 
had “no comment” on Elsenhow- 
er’s statement.) 

Another likely to be hurt, al- 
though his supporters will argue 
the contrary, is Senator Taft of 
Ohio, now at the bottom of most 
popular sentiment polls but high 
fn the favor of the conservative 
Republican machine politicians. 
Some of the Eisenhower support 
came from Republicans who did 
not like Taft or who liked him 
but did not think he could be 
elected. These voters must find 
some other candidate. 


The Page politicians wel- 
come the Eisenhower withdrawal 
and each naturally claimed it 
would benefit his particular cap- 
didate.

Many of them wrote that the 
chief of staff’s letter to a New 
Hampshire editor definitely put 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur on a dif- 
ficult, perhaps, untenable spot. 

The dissenters on the complete- 
ness of Hisenhower’s removal of 
himself from the political field 
were Marquis W. Childs, whose

What was happening, however, 
was that this popularity of his 
was being used, in most instances 
by well-meaning people, for a po 
litical end, In short, while he 
did not desire the nomination him- 
aelf, his candidacy was fast be- 
coming a decisive factor in the 
fortunes of other candidates. 

Every place the reguiar candi- 
dates set out to demonstrate their

mass of Eisenhower sentimen 
which, if it had kept on, woul 
have prevented any real test of 
popularity or strength before the 


Philadelphia convention, 


For most people it is difficult 
to believe that any one would not 
desire the office of President, if 
he could have it. But that wae 
surely the case with Ike. 

Innately, he felt his career al- 
ready had reached its climax 
when he received the surrender of 
the Hitler armies in Eurape as 
Generalissimo of the Allied fdrces. 
Anything after that, even the

Plans for use of Forest Park 
and an adjoining area for the 
projected 1953 World’s Fair en- 
countered opposition from two 
mew sources yesterday—and from 
opposite ends of the proposed fair 
site. 

Concern among physicians at 
the Washington University Medi- 
cal Center, across Kingshighway 
from Férest Park, caused the 
Barnes Hospital board of trustees 
to direct Dr. Frank R. Bradley, 
superintendent, to look into the 
matter from the standpoint of 
traffic congestion interfering with 
hospital operations. 

Meanwhile, Mrs. William A. 
Schubert, 4514 Tholozan avenue, 
sponsor of a petition to the Board 
of Aldermen, signed by several 
hundred persons living in a 300- 
acre tract south of the park, also 
proposed for fair use, announced 
plans for a city-wide petition cam- 
paign against use of the area. 

Dr. Bradley wrote Friday to 
Stratford Lee Morton, chairman 
of the fair Executive Committee, 
referring to the “many difficul- 
ties” which might grow out of 
traffic congestion near the medi- 
cal center and asking for details 
of fair ‘plans. 

The Barnes Hospital board of 
trustees controls also the adjoin- 
ing St. Louis Maternity and Mc- 
Millan Hospitals. Dr. Bradley 
said his letter was on behalf also 
of the Washington University 
Clinics, whose directorship inter- 
locks with that of the other insti- 
tutions. 

Faculty Seek Data. 

Attention of the board of trus- 
tees to the problem was requested 
by the executive faculty of the 
university School of Medicine at 
a meeting Jan. 7, after faculty 
members pointed out potential 
problems if the fair should be held 
in the park, The trustees took 
the matter up at its meeting 
Thursday. 

Dr. Bradley said the plans “cer- 
tainly merit close scrutiny to see 
that the hospitals are taken care 
of, from the standpoint of traffic 
congestion, parking and noise.” 
He said he recalled the days when 
there were baseball diamonds in 
the park across the street from 
the hospitals, adding “between 
the dust and the noise, it was bed- 
lam.” 

Fair plans as tentatively drafted 
apparently call for two entrances 
to the fairgrounds on Kingshigh- 
way near the hospitals, Dr. Brad- 
ley said. He pointed out that this 
would add greatly to the already 
serious traffic and parking con- 
gestion in the. area. 

Further action by the board of 
trustees will on or ae informa- 
tion obtained from ‘fair sponsors 
and also on what action might be 
planned by other hospitals in the 
area, Dr. Bradley said. 

Hospital to Study Plans. 

Miss Estelle D. Claiborne, super-

$46,050 TO DATE 


Less Than Needs for 
Two Months. 
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Contributions to the March of 
Dimes amounted to $46,050 by last 
night, Robert L. Lund, campaign 
chairman, said, but that amount, 
he pointed out, would only be suf- 
ficient to care for St. Louis polio 
victims for less than two months, 
“The l@cal chapter of the Na- 
tional Foundation is noW caring 
for a case-load of nearly 1000 per- 
sons,” Lund said. “Sixty of these 
are hospitalized constantly and a 
majority of the others require out- 
patient care in varying amounts, 
The local chapter has been receiv- 
ing about $30,000 each month from 
national headquarters to defray 
costs,” 

Without this contribution from 
the national headquarters, the 
polio units at St. Louis County 
Hospital and St. Anthony’s Hos- 
pital could not be maintained, he 
added, nor could salaries be paid 
to specialists physicians, nurses, 
and physiotherapists. Four of the 
hospitalized patients, Lund said, 
required iron lung care. 

“The 1948 campaign is a critical 
one,” he said. “Donations must 
be increased if St. Louis polio pa- 
tients are to receive proper care 
and if we are to guard against an- 
other epidemic, National head- 
quarters cannot hope to maintain 
emergency funds if local chapters 
fall behind in contributions. An 
emergency. fund is our only insur- 
ance against a polio epidemic this 
summer.”

said the demand has been with- 
drawn “in the interest of stabiliz- 
ing the industry, in order to com- 
bat the spiral of inflation and as 
an inducement for industry to lo- 
cate in St. Louis.” ; 

The union members are ready 
to return to work at once and no- 
tices to that effect will be sent 
tomorrow to all interested con- 
tractors, Bartley stated. 

Plastering contractors ordered 
all commercial jobs stopped Jan. 
$3 after the lathing contractors, 
who work for the former, had 
granted the increase, effective 
Jan. 1.

PUT AT $100,000 


Spark From Workman’s 
Torch Ignited Oily 
Waste at 2018 South 
Third Street.

Fire, which started when sparks 
fro. a workman’s acetylene torch 
set oily waste ablaze, swept 
through part of the George J. Fritz 
Foundry & Machine Co. 2018 
South Third street, shortly before 
noon yesterday, causing damage 
estimated at $100,000. 

Three alarms were turned in 


am. in the foundry pattern room. 
Nine engine companies and three 
hook-and-ladder companies were 
dispatched to the scene, with Fire 
Chief Frank Egenriether and Fire 
Marshal Walter Kammann direct- 
ing the fire fighting. 

Flames, fed by seasoned wood 
patterns, burned through the roof 
and a spectacular column of 
smoke was visible for blocks on 
the South Side. Kerosene from a 
180-gallon storage tank, which rup- 
tured, added fuel to the fire as 
firemen poured water into the two 
and three-story brick building. 

When a section of the third- 
floor roof burned through and 
slid down to the second floor three 
firemen were struck by debris, 
but were saved from injury by 
their helmets and heavy clothing. 
Other fire fighters manning hose 
lines on the roof dodged out of 
the way of the falling roof and 
cornice section. 

Portions of the interior parti- 
tions and floors of the building 
collapsed and the offices of the 
Fritz Co., and of the Gem Co,, a 
metal stamping firm, were dam- 
aged by water and smoke. The 
blaze was brought under control 
within an hour, and Chief Egen- 
riether estimated the damage at 
$60,000 to the building and $40,000 
to the contents. Egenreither quot- 
ed a company official as saying 
the loss was insured. 

The foundry was shut down 
yesterday and only four workmen, 
making repairs, were in the build- 
ing when the fire started from the 
torch one was using to cut pipe. 
While one workman telephoned a 
still alarm the others tried to 
fight the fire, but were driven 
out by the fast-spreading flames.

Stassen presented a 
convincing case, though he of- 
fered no absolute proof of his 
charges,’ first made last Dec. 10 
and since elaborated on. 

For the most part today’s hear- 
ing: was a two-man show, with 
Pauley either declaiming in a pro- 
fessorial voice or answering the 


aggressive questions of Fergu- 


son. For the most part, also, it 
was a serious affair. There was 
some laughter, but Ferguson did 
not seem disposed to accept sev- 
eral of Pauley’s efforts at banter. 


At least eight times in his pre- 
pared statement Pauley said that 
Stassen uttered “falsehoods” and 
“deliberate untruths” about him. 
His thesis was that Stassen’s at- 
tack was entirely political and 
that “he combined ignorance and 
falsehood to indict me solely in 
pursuit of his own selfish ambi- 
tions,” 

While Pauley was calling Stas- 
sen a liar, Stasson sat facing him 
across a atretch of gleaming ma- 
hogany table with a pleasant but 


inscrutable expression on his face. 


He broke into a broad grin when 


Pauley asserted Stassen’s state- 
ments betrayed “an ignorance of 
commodity transactions as shock- 
ing as it is abysmal.” 

Line of Questioning. 


The purpose of Ferguson’s line 
of questioning was to show if 
he could that Pauley was an 
“insider” in the Truman min- 
istration and had been in that 
of President Roosevelt and could 
have e use of confidential in- 
formatidn. A great deal of ques- 
tioning covered ground previously 
explored. 

Pauley stoutly maintained he 
did not know what an “insider” 
was and hence did not know 
whether he himself was one. 
Asked if he was an expert in com- 
modity trading, he said he could 
qualify as a successful investor. 
He has acknowledged making 
nearly a million dollars in com- 
modities in the last three years. 


He said that he knew Schuster 
was trading for himself (Schus- 
ter) and his wife, and that he 
knew Davies was trading. He 
said, however, that any similarity 
in their accounts with his was 
probably due to the fact thoy re- 
lied on the same system of 
economics, 


Asked if Davies had “inside” 
‘knowledge when he was deputy 
petroleum administrator, Pauley 
said he didn’t think there was any 
such thi as “inside” informa- 
tion except that which the Appro- 
priations Committee possessed. 


“IT probably could get some real 
‘inside’ information right here,” 
he said. | 

Ferguson asked Pauley if he 
hed ever discussed his market 
transactions with Gael Sullivan, 
executive director of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, of 
which Pauley, a wealthy Cali- 
fornia oil man, once was treasurer. 

Pauley said he believed he had, 
or it might have been with Sena- 
tor McGrath (Dem.), Rhode 
Island, present chairman of the 
‘committee. At any rate, he said, 
he talked to one of them after 
Stassen sent him a telegram last 
Novémber asking him for com- 
ment on the charge that Pauley 
was one of several government 
“insiders” who had profiteered in 
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food and thus increased prices 
paid by the American people. i 
He said he had discussed the 
matter with the committee be- 
cause he thought Stassen’s action 
was purely political, an attack on 
the administration through him. 
He said he didn’t know whether 
Sullivan was in the market. Later 
he added, in response to ques- 
tions, that he did not know 
whether Robert E, Hannegan of 
St. Louis or any members of his 
family had been in the market, 
Hannegan is a former chairman 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee and former Postmaster 
General. 
Explains Transactions. 

Pauley previously had acknowl- 
edged that he made 16 or 18 
market transactions after Sept. 3, 
the day he became assistant to 
Royal! and agreed to liquidate his 
position. Under questioning to- 
day he maintained these transac- 
tions were covering or hedging 
maneuvers, designed to prevent 
or offset a loss, and wholly in ac- 
cord with hig agreement to liqui- 
date-tn such a manner as to ob- 
tain full benefit from the income 
tax laws relating to capital gains 
and losses. 

Asked specifically by Ferguson 


why he bought 500,000 pounds of 
lard the day after he told Royall 
he would get out, he said that the 
order probably had been on the 
books and was effected at that 
time. He said he did not notify 
his California offices that he was 
out of the market until about 
Sept. 10. 

“Does that account for your lard 
purchases?” Ferguson asked. 

“IT wouldn’t say that,” said 
Pauley. “I had no agreement to 
cancel éverything. I agreed to 
liquidate in an orderly manner.” 
He then told Ferguson that it 
was Oct. 3 before his broker, 
Schuster, was notified that ‘he, 
Pauley, was. out of the market. 
Pauley was vague as to whether 
he telephoned Schuster or Schu- 
ster got in touch with him. ‘He 
said there might have been a mix- 
up because one of his California 
employes who handled some of his 
accounts, William Boyne, died. He 
dénied he had anything person- 
ally to do with his account from 
Sept. 3. to Oct. 3. 

Asked by Ferguson what dif- 
ference there was in the way he 
carried on his affairs before and 
after Sept. 3, Pauley said he was 
trying to get out of the market, 
but that one couldn’t wash out 
holdings of the size of his over- 
night. He said previously that his 
liquidation caused him to realize 
$100,000 less profit than he othér- 
wise would have. Today he said, 
rather glumly, that he had actual- 
ly sacrificed $200,000 in added 
profits, 
Pauley said that Oct. 3 he had 
told Schuster to get him out of 
the market as soon as possible, 
and Ferguson asked him if this 
had any relation with the state- 
ments condemning speculators 
made about that time by Presi- 
dent Truman, Secretary of Agri- 
culture Anderson and Attorney 
General Clark. 
“Absolutely not,” snapped 
Pauley. “The only thing that is 
keeping me out of the market is 
that I have had to hold up my 
resignation from the army posi- 
tion because my assignment to 
the Appropriations Committee 
(the hearings) has. occupied : so 
much time.” His original dead- 
line for resigning was last Jan. 3. 
Pauley said he had not dis- 


cussed his appointment to his 
present job with President Tru- 
man and did not know whether 
Royall had talked it over with 
the President. 

Didn’t Analyze Truman Views. 
Asked by Senator Dworshak 
(Rep.), Idaho, if he agreed with 
the statements of Truman, Ander- 


said he had “made no analysis of 
that.” | 

“You positively state that you 
have not been unethical in using 
information?” Dworshak asKed, 
“On my honor I have not,” 
Pauley roared,- pounding his fist 
on the table. 

Ferguson at this point took up 
a series of questions which Stas- 
sen had jotted down during Pau- 
ley'’s testimony. Most of them al- 
réady had been answered by Pau- 
ley; but he nevertheless answered 
them and gave his market posi- 
tions in various commodities for 
various dates after Sept. 3. 
“Then,” said Ferguson, “you did 
not téll the committee .the truth 
when you said some weeks ago 
that you began to liquidate your 
holdings after Sept. 3?” 

Pauley searched the record for 
what he actually said at the time 
and while he was doing this Stas- 
sen looked it up himself, marked 
the passage and passed it to Fer- 
guson, Pauley had said, in reply 
to a question by Senator O'Ma- 
honey (Dem,), Wyoming, that 
when he took office he took im- 
mediate steps to liquidate. 

Said Ferguson: “Do you think 
you took proper steps when you 
waited a week to notify your 
people and a month to tell your 
broker?” 

Pauley said he did. 

“Are you still speculating in 
commodities?” Ferguson asked. 
“The answer is no” Pauley 
boomed. He added he was still in 
the short position on hides, how- 
ever. 

Pauley said it was “absolutely 
not true” that his admissions 
were made only after Stassen 
made his charges; that his market 
activities were not secret. 

He acknowledged that a deal by 
the Government would purchase 
300 metric tons of hides for ship- 
ment to Korea, which Pauley vis- 
ited as reparations commissioner, 
had passed through his depart- 
ment but not through his own 
hands. 

He first heard of it, he said, 
when he sought the information 
about Jan. 10 for use in prepar- 
ing one of the charts he presented 
today. 

Asked About Truman’s Attitude. 


Ferguson reverted to the at- 
titude of President Truman on 
the investigation of speculation 
and asked Pauley if the Presi- 
dent had critized him or asked 
him to resign. Pauley said he had 
not. 

Ferguson asked him if, as repa- 
rations adviser to Secretary of 
State Marshall, a position he re- 
signed recently, he had access to 
confidential files, and also if he 
had access to confidential Army 
files. He said he had. 

“Do you consider yourself an 
‘insider” in the present adminis- 
tration?” Ferguson asked, 

“I don’t know what an ‘insider’ 
is,” Pauley replied. “I do know 
President Truman and I'm for 
him,” 

Pauley was in a confident mood 
as he began his testimony, which 
he had promised would show 
Stassen’s charges to be “poppy- 
cock.” Referring to himself. as 
Pauley or Edwin W. Pauley he 
paraded ponderously up and down 
in front of the charts or read 


dramatically from a mimeo- 


graphed statement. As the day 
wore on his aplomb seemed to 
ebb away. 

He held that the majority of 
his purchases were distant futures 
held for more than six months 
and “you would have to be a 
yogi to determine prices six 
months in advance.

REPORTED ‘BUTTED 


Civilians Tell of Solitary Con- 
finement Due to Leav- 
ing Some Food. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 24 (AP)— 
Despite an Army denial, three ci- 
vilian investigators insisted today 
that prisoners at Camp Gordon, 
Ga., were “butted” by an officer, 
thrown into solitary confinement 
for failing to eat all their food, 
and suffered from a “fear psy- 


chosis.” 

A minister, a newspaper editor 
and an American Legion member 
from Augusta were invited to, in- 
spect the Camp Gordon disciplin- 
ary barracks nearby after the 
Miami (Fla.) Herald printed 
charges of “savage brutality.” 


Third Army headquarters yes- 
terday in a report of its inspector 
general, Col. S, F. Griswold, as- 
serted the charges were “wholly 
unsubstantiated.” Shortly there- 


ment at Augusta, disputing Gris- 
wold on several points. 


They said the inspector general 
himself told them in an off-the- 
record statement to be released 
after his report that “he talked 
with prisoners who said under 
oath that they had been butted” 
They quoted Col. Hugh Adair, 
barracks commandant, as saying 
that prisoners who didn’t clean 
their plates were put in solitary 
confinement “to deter them from 
taking more food than they could 
eat.” 

Griswold’s report denied both 
the butting and solitary confine- 
ment charges. It said also the 
only thing resembling a “fear psy- 
chosis” he found was an “aware- 


ness of the certainty of sientate 
ment” for infraction of regula- 
tions. 

The civilians are Louis D. Oli- 
veros, Legion post commander; 
Louis C. Harris, managing editor 
of the Augusta Chronicle, and the 
Rev. Massey M. Hertzel, They 
said they got a definite fmpres- 
sion of “fear psychosis” in talking 
with prisoners.

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2 ILLINOIS APPEALS URGE 
TRIAL RIGHTS OF THE POOR 


State Supreme Court Weighs Cases of Men 
Sentenced to Prison Without Being 
Told of Right to Counsel. — 


By IRVING DILLIARD 

Of the Post-Dispatch Staff, 

SPRINGFIELD, IIl., Jan. 24—If 
the Illinois Supreme Court: is 
willing to reverse the line of de- 
cisions which has brought Illinois 
into national disrepute as failing 
to protect basic trial rights of ac- 
cused persons, it now has the op- 
portunity. 

One month to the day after Illi- 
nois's criminal procedure was con- 
demned in the United States Su- 
preme Court as a “labyrinth made 
up entirely of blind alleys,” the 
State Supreme Court took for de- 
cision two new right-to-counsel 
c ses which present squarely the’ 
choice between reversal and ad- 
‘ hering to Illinois’s much-criticized 
rule. This rule is that courts are 
obligated to appoint counsel for 
indigent defendants only when 
the accused knows enough to ask 
for it. 

These new cases, which were 
argued Thursday, are those of 
Clarence Shoffner and Henry L. 
Wilson, both of whom are in the 
Illinois penitentiary. Shoffner was 
Sen. to prison 17 years ago for 
an alleged burglary: of $12 worth 
of clothing from a store at Clar- 
ence, in Ford county. Wilson was 
‘sentenced five years ago to serve 
one to 10 years on a charge of 
theft of $23.50 worth of trousers 
from the Carp Dry Goods Co., 
Granite City. Wilson's sentence 
Was passed in the court of Cir- 
cuit Judge Reiss at Edwardsville. 

Counsel for each argued before 
the Illinois Supreme Court that 
failure of ‘the trial court to inform 
the accused of his right to legal 
assistance was a vidlation of the 
Tilinois and Federal Constitutions 
and uired the convictions to be 
set aside. 

Juistices Show Interest. 

Reacting perhaps to the sting- 
ing criticism which followed dis- 


Marino decision, Dec. 22, that an 
accused person had been illegally 
held in an Illinois prison for 22 
years, several of the Illinois jus- 
tices showed a fively interest in 
the right-to-legal-assistance issue 
and asked many questions of the 
unpaid counsel for Shoffner and 
Wilson, 

Two seats on the seven-judge 
bench were vacant. Crepe hung 
on the chair of the senior justice 
in memory of Justice Clyde Stone 
of Peoria, who was buried ‘last 
Monday. Justice William J. Ful- 
ton of Sycamore is not sitting be- 
cause of iliness, 

The Shoffner appeal, which was 
presented by James O. Monroe 
Jr. of Collinsville, grew out of 
Post-Dispatch news articles and 
editorials on right of accused per- 
sons to counsel. Following a 
description in this newspaper of 
protection of this basic right by 
John Raeburn Green in United 
States Supreme Court cases, 
Shoffner turned to the Post- 
Dispatch for help. 

Tiliterate Hitchhiker, 

Investigation of the facts 
showed that Shoffner was not 
only a penniless hitchhiker when 
arrested in Paxton, Ill, in 1931, 
but that he could not read or 
write, as he grew up in the Ken- 
tucky hills without a day of 
schooling before he entered prison. 
While Shoffner has acquired some 
slight education in his long prison 
stay, he has relied on a fellow 
inmate at Menard, William Mar- 
vel, to handle correspondence 


with Green, Monroe and Manuel . 


turn to their historic rule of pro- 
tecting trial rights. This, Mon- 
roe said, dated back to 1807 when 
Illinois was part of Indiana ter- 
ritory. Departure from this rule, 
Monroe told the court, was “un- 
warranted and deplorable.” 

After citing instances of judges 
and district attorneys who 
promptly hired lawyers when 
charged with crime or otherwise 
were made defendants in litiga- 
tion, Monroe asked the Illinois 
justices: 

“How much more necessary is 
it that a layman and an illiterate 
layman at that be advised of his 
right to legal assistance in a trial 
court where, without such counsel, 
he would be hopelessly confused?” 

Waived Arraignment, 

In addition to the right-to-coun- 
sel defect, Monroe contended that 
Shoffner’s trial could not have 
been fair since the common law 
record showed that he had “waived 
arraignment.” Monroe held that 
arraignment is an indispensable 
step in the proceedings as the oc- 
casion on which the accused is 
advised of the specific nature of 
the charge against him and is 
asked whether he pleads guilty or 
not guilty. 

This point on arralgnment in- 


terested Chief Justice Loren E. 
Murphy of Monmouth, who was 
a frequent questioner. Justice 
Walter E. Gunn of Danville, who 
recently had a personal income 
tax exemption suit in federal 
court, seemingly sought to sum- 
marize the right-to-counsel point 
several times. He asked counsel 
for both Shoffner and Wilson if 
they believed that trial judges 


had “an affirmative duty to advise 
persons of the right to counsel,” 
The answer each time was an em- 
phatic “Yes, your honor!” 

Monroe cited to the court criti- 
cism such as that in the Post- 
Dispatch which the Illinois rule 
has brought on the state, and how 
it has been taken up by law re- 
views and bar journals. He said 
that such criticism would continue 
and right-to-counsel cases keep on 
appearing until Illinols changes 
its pean and protects every ac- 

person who needs counsel. 
A 20-Second Job. 


Robert Conners of Chicago, who 
argued the similar case from Mad- 
ison county, said that for a court 


ito sit by with arms folded when 


an ignorant defendant appears 
without counsel is the same as 
sending a blind man out to walk 
alone through a stream of fast- 
moving traffic. 

Conners said that since it took 
only 20 seconds for a judge to ask 
an accused person if he had a 
lawyer, advise him of his right 
to have one and offer to provide 
one, he could see no reason why 
all courts should not make this a 
regular step in trial -proceedings. 

When : Justitce Francis 8. Wil- 
son of Chicago asked Conners why 
he did not presume that Illinois 
courts would so advise accused 
persons, Conners replied sharply 
that he saw no reason so to pre- 
sume since the current rule of 
the Illinois Supreme Court was 
that trial judges did not need to 


sumption. The right to counsel, 
he said, dissolves itself if the ac- 
cused does not know of it. 


The State of Illinolg did not 
reply orally in the Wilson case, 
but Assistant Attorney General 
Henry Wolfe did argue against 
the Shoffner appeal. Wolfe said 
that the right-to-counse] issue had 
been before the Illinois Supreme 
Court “25 or 30 times“ and that 
there was no reason for reversal. 
He said that it would be impos- 
sible to distinguish between mis- 
demeanor and felony cases and 
that “even in traffic cases” right 
to counsel might be demanded. 


Monroe’s answer to this Was 
that any inconvenience to trial 
courts in seeing that accused per- 
sons knew of their right to coun- 
sel was overbalanced by the many 
appeals to State and Federal Su- 

reme Courts by cases such as 

hoffner’s to obtain satisfaction 
of rights later on. 
from a colloquy last year between 
Justice Felix Frankfurter and 
Stephen A. Mitchell, Chicago law- 
yer, when the similar case of Car- 
ter vs, Illinois was before the 
United States Supreme 
Justice Frankfurter said in effect 
“that something is wrong with 
Illinois jurisprudence.” 


Sentenced for Murder, 


The Marino decision, which put 
the spotlight on Illinois pro- 
cedure, was a per curiam (unani- 
mous) action, followin 
of error by Attorney General Bar- 
rett in the sentencing of an 18- 
year-old immigrant for murder 


without the provision of counsel. 
The Supreme Court said this “de- 
nied the due process of law which 
the Fourteenth Amendment guar- 
antees.” 

Justice Rutledge, speaking also 
for Justices Douglas and Murphy 
went beyond the per curiam an 
denounced in strongest language 
the conflicting and confusing 
“remedies” in Illinois as “a merry- 
go-round of habeas corpus, coram 
nobis and writ of error.” 

There was nothing to indicate 
how the Illinois Supreme Court 
justices might rule in their recon- 
sideration of this basic issue, but 
all things considered they are now 
defendants in the public eye hard- 
ly less than some of the “poor 
persons” in prison who have ap- 
pealed to them.

Members of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Citizens’ Committee

It followed 
a decision by the Civil Service 
Commission ordering the re-hiring 
of 181 employes who appealed 
their layoffs. 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, how- 
ever, has directed that all but one 
of the 823 employes who were laid 
off be rehired. He announced yes- 
terday after a meeting with de- 
partment heads that notices would 
be sent out early this week noti- 
fying the employes that the jobs 
were available. 

Stead said that the decision of 
the majority members of the com- 
mission reverses the action of

ADIO’S freedom of speech will soon be revived as a public issue, for the 
first time since Fred Allen tried to talk about a mythical network vice 


president; ‘

The Federal Communications Commission has scheduled a rehearing, in 
March, on its famous ‘‘Mayflower decision’? of 1941, While the hearing may 
not write front page headlines, being considerably less of a clambake than 
l’affaire Allen, it involves principles which are more important even than radio’s 


vice presidents. 

~ For the Mayflower decision flatly forbids 
radio stations to editorialize. All the con- 
siderable comiient heard on the air today 
comes from commentators, politicians or, 
sometimes, advertisers. The man who mere- 
iy’ owns a radio station is expected to keep 
his opinions away from his microphones. 


~ “This is a far cry from the traditional 
idea that a democratic government must 
keep hands off all means of expression. 
But the Mayflower decision actually is 
only a small part of the confused situa- 
tion which technological changes have im- 
posed on all forms of communications, 
with regard to the freedom of speech. 


What happened in the Mayflower case 
was this: The Government had to assume 
the task of assigning radio channels be- 
cause few were available and competition 
for them was fierce and anarchistic. 


Soa the FCC was established to grant 
radio station licenses in the “‘public inter- 
est.”" To do that, the FCC decided it ought 
to consider what the licenses were to be 
used for. 

In the Mayflower case a Boston station 
had been campaigning in behalf of a slate of 
political candidates. The station’s news 
editor himself did the editorializing. The 
FCC. evncluded that this kind of one-sided 
opinion broadcasting was not in the public 
interest. 


The Argument Is Heated 
And May Well Be Enduring. 


During the war the radio industfy largely 
forgot the matter, owing to even more 
stringent regulation. But last year the Na- 
tional Association of Broadcasters began a 
yociferous attack on the Mayflower opinion, 
atid’ the FCC agreed to a review. Finally, 
Charles R. Denny, who has since resigned as 
FCC chairman, told an NAB convention, “I 
want to say frankly to you, I don’t know 
the-answer. ...I have an open mind.” 


“O&A this subject Denny boasted of one of 
the Yew open. minds, though presumably his 
designated successor as chairman, Wayne 
Ooy; is equally objective. He confronts an 
argument re Mayflower which has been heat- 
ed and abstract and promises to be enduring. 

principal point of attack by broad- 

asters is that the Mayflower decision is out 
e. Where there used to be only a few 
. stations, today 3000 radio and ‘tele- 
viston licenses are outstanding. There are 
more radio stations than daily newspapers 
anti broadcasters feel there is no more rea- 
gsOntto control radio than the press. 
~Although some newspapers have expressed 
interest in radio’s problems, 
by “and large radio will 
stand alone in this case. 
One. of its chief weapons 
Will’be public opinion polls, 
with radio customarily 
uke to decide what's right 
au@ wrong. These polls, 
howéver, deserve close in- 
on. 

Recently a poll of 
breadcasters, conducted 
~for Broadcasting maga- 
zine, indicated that 88 
“per. cent believed radio 
“stations should have the 
right to editorialize. 
Broadcasting used this as 
“evidence for an editorial 
which asserted the May- 
-flower decision ‘‘was con- 
‘ceived in bureaucratic 
~ gin,” 

-- ¥et the same broadcast- # 
ers: voted by 64 per cent 
against permitting net- 
works to editorialize. There 
{S, “apparently, nothing sinful about that. 

= Other polls purport to show that the pub- 
lic ‘thinks radio is a mighty fine business 
whose use of the air should be free as a 
bird’s. For instance, in a poll by the Na- 
tional Opinion Research Center, radio was 

d as doing an excellent or good job in 
the community far more times than news- 
papers, schools or even churches. 

. A further effort by the National Opinion 
Research Center resulted in 66 per cent of 
the respondents suggesting that government 
ought to see to it that news broadcasts are 
truthful. 
~ Such contradictions have not dented the 
tadio industry’s belief in its essential good- 
ness, but they have posed a paradox. One 
of those who supports the Mayflower de- 
cision is O. Thomas Franklin, editorial 
supervisor of Station KYA, San Francisco. 
His view is that one major reason for radio’s 
good reputation is the federal ruling that 
both sides should be presented on the air. 


Although this opinion runs exactly coun- 
ter.to the majority thought of the industry, 
it does emphasize the point that there are 
dangers to radio’s freedom of speech other 
than government control. These are: 

(1) Monopoly: The argument is, briefly. 
that radio is big business; that even with 
new room for more stations, many new sta- 
tuona are struggling to survive; that moat 

ple listen most of the time to the four 
ig networks; that they most often hear the 
Piews of big business, its advertisers, and 


: , 
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growth of newspaper ownership-of stations 
also tends to narrow the field of discussion. 

(2) Unequal access to the air: Rolf Kal- 
tenborn, son of. the radio commentator H. 
Vv. Kaltenborn and a member of the Yale 
University faculty, has charged that radio 
tends politically to favor “Ins” against 
“Outs.” 

He adds, ‘‘The issue is not primarily one 
of free speech on the air. ... The most 
important problem concerns equal access to 
the radio... .” 

(3) Negative censorship: This. consists, 
not of telling anyone what to say, but of 
preventing him from saying what he wishes. 
Last month Station WFOR at Hatties- 
burg, Miss., pulled the switch on a CIO 
program on the National Broadcasting Co. 
network. The program dealt with civil 
rights of Negroes and the station manager 
was quoted as saying it -vas too “controver- 
sial’’ for the Deep South. 

Southern stations have cut such programs 
several times. For a while labor unions and 
co-operatives had difficulty in finding air 
time, because the NAB code rejected sale 
of time for “‘controversial” issues. This code 
was altered after several cases of alleged 
discrimination against labor went before the 
FCC. 

(4) Timidity: In some of these cases in- 
volving a minority’s right to be heard, the 
broadcasters involved were not so much op- 
posing the minority as trying to avoid 
trouble. As a matter of fact, “controversy” 
has been a feared word in radio circles. 
Many broadcasters would “prefer to remain 
unharassed time-brokers for the sale of 
merchandise, than to exercise the right of 
free speech. 

What the issue comes to is a funda- 
mental clash as to the nature of freedom 
of speech. One side believes that freedom 
is threatened chiefly by government. .The . 
other side believes there is at least an 
equal threat from private hands. 

One side says, in effect, “If government 
steps in, well, Hitler and Franco showed 
that the first act of dictatorshop is to seize 
the radio.” 

The other side says, “If government 
doesn’t protect the people from the economic 
concentrations which wield. such power in 
radio, then the real freedom is that of a few 
wealthy persons who are free to buy sta- 
tions and present their ideas, while the rest 
of us are just free to listen.” 

The implications of this argument prob- 
ably will puzzle citizens for many years. But 
the Mayflower decision itself requires a 
more immediate, and specific, solution. 
There are at least four possibilities:

(1) The FCC might throw up its hands 
and retreat from radio. 
This is vastly improbable. 
First, the Communications 
Act would have to be al- 
tered drastically and, sec- 
ondly, no one has proposed 
it. 

(2) Or the FCC could 
simply abandon the May- 
flower decision, and let 
radio stations editorialize 
as they wish. Then the 
problem would be, as 
Denny told the N.A.B.:

(3) Or the FCC could stand on the May- 
flower ruling. Then, of course, the Commis- 
sion would remain under assault, while the 
room for freedom of speech on the air would 
be restricted, and the door marked, ‘‘Broad- 
casters, Keep Out.” 

(4) Finally, the Commission might de- 
cide to permit broadcasters to editorialize 
all they wished—providing they kept to 
the current rule that anyone disagreeing 
with them should have equal facilities for 
reply. This proposal was made by Liew- 
ellyn White, a veteran newspaperman who 
wrote a long analysis of radio for the 
Commission on Freedom of the Press. 

One advantage of such a decision, White 
thinks, is that it would allow a greater ex- 
ercise of free speech, without danger of prej- 
udice toward the ideas of broadcasters. But 
a second advantage is that radio men might 
well accept it. For 65 per cent of those who 
answered the Broadcasting poll agreed that 
stations should ‘‘be required to provide time 
in which to present replies to the editorials 
they carry.” 

Some such a compromise may prove at- 
tractive to the FCC, which will have not 
only a new chairman but two other new 
members. It is, in effect, a new Commission, 
and the Mayflower decision will be its first 
important test, 


ABC of Marshall Plan for European nee 


“May Largely Determine Course of History |

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24. 

HE American people and Congress stand 
T this year at the bar of destiny. In con- 

fusion and anxiety they must give an 
answer to the question of foreign ajd, and 
there is no escape, 

“We are dealing with *a matter,” de- 
clared Secretary of State George C. Marshall 
at Pittsburgh on Jan. 15, ‘“‘which may 
largely determine the course of history— 
certainly the character of western civiliza- 
tion—in our time and for many years to 
come.” 

This article attempts a brief history and 
analysis of the undertaking which is known 
officially as the European Recovery Pro- 
gram and popularly, after its sponsor, as 
the Marshall plan. 

Seeds of the Marshall iil were burgeon- 
ing in: the State Department months before 
the soldier whose name it bears entered 
upon his present duties. The first political 
sprout was reared by James F. Byrnes, 
former Secretary of State, in his address 
at Stuttgart on Sept. 6, 1946. 

At the same time misgivings were ger- 
minating in the State Department's upper 
personnel with regard to post-UNRRA sub- 
sidies, From general discussions there 
emerged gradually two. ideas which became 
basic in the Marshall plan. The first was 
that all fragments of foreign aid should 
be assembled within a single framework. 
The second was that the objective must be 
recovery instead of relief. 

One of Gen. Marshall’s first acts, after 
being sworn in as Secretary of State on Jan. 
21, 1947, was to demand an over-all picture 
of foreign aid. Information and suggestions 
poured in from every desk. Upon this ma- 
terial was built the structure of the Mar- 
shall plan, which was essentially a feat of 
staff work. — 

Scores of contributors remain anony- 
mous, but four men, in addition to Secre- 
tar> Marshall, ar> recognized as principal 
authors. The first three were Dean Ache- 
son, then Under Secretary of State; Wil- 
liam L. Clayton, who resigned recently as 
Under Secretary for Economic Affairs; 
and George F. Kennan, who was to be- 
come. chief of the department's first 

'' Policy Planning Staff. To these, when 
United Kingdom affairs became pivotal, 
was added Lewis W. Douglas, Ambassa- 

dor to Great Britain. 


|Marshall Meets Russians 


At the Moscow Conference. 


The Administration’s hand was forced at 
the end of last February by England’s con- 
fession that its obligations in Greece could 
no longer be met. The situation in Turkey 
indicated that without fresh military equip- 
ment it might be unable to resist Soviet 
demands for the provinces of Kars and Arda- 
han and a base in the Dardanelles. The 
result was the “Truman Doctrine” message 
and an appropriation of $400,000,000 for 
Greece and Turkey, 

Secretary Marshall had returned from the 
Conference of Foreign Secretaries in Mos- 
cow with a conviction that Russia was 
resolved to block European recovery on all 
except Communist terms. His experience 
in the Russian capital, he revealed at Pitts- 
burgh, “‘necessitated a complete re-appraise- 
ment of the situation in Europe and brought 
us to the important conclusion that we 
faced the choice of quitting Europe alto- 
gether or of completing the task of Euro- 
pean recovery. We had no intention of 
quitting.” 

The bill for Greek-Turkish relief was 
signed on May 22. With that urgent but 
minor detail disposed of, Secretary Marshall 
decided the hour had struck for launching 
his own matured and comprehensive project. 
He did so with an address at Harvard Uni- 
versity on June 5. The Moscow Conference 
and the crisis in the Mediterranean were 
the immediate grounds for prompt action, 
but other reasons had multiplied. 

On -top of six years of enemy devastation, 
agriculture in western Europe was ravaged 
by a drouth of unusual severity in 1946, 
which was to be followed by a similar vis- 
itation in 1947. Excessive cold, floods and 
storms all but halted production in north- 
ern Europe and the United Kingdom. Dol- 
lar stocks on the continent were facing 
bankruptcy. There were signs of the immi- 
nent downfall of the pound sterling as an 
international currency. The fabric of global 
commerce lay in ruins, 

In a plane high above Iceland and Green- 
land, on April 25, Secretary Marshall 
scrawled a report on the Moscow confer- 
ence which was broadcast to the ration 
three days later. 

“The patient is sinking while the doctors 
deliberate,” he said. “I believe that action 
cannot await compromise through exhaus- 
tion. Whatever action is possible must be 
taken without delay.” 

Even more outspoken as a warning of 
things to come was an address delivered 
by Under Secretary Acheson at Cleveland, 
Miss., on May 8. 

“Until the various countries get on their 
feet and become self-supporting,” he de- 
clared, “there can be no political or eco- 
nomic stability in the world and no lasting 
peace or prosperity for any of us. Without 
outside aid the process of recovery in many 
countries would take so long as to give 
rise to hopelessness and despair. In these 
conditions freedom, democracy and the in- 
dependence of nations could not long 
survive, 

“The United States is going to have to 
undertake further financing of foreign pur- 
chases if foreign countries are to continue 
te buy the commodities which they need 
to sustain life and at the same time re- 
build their economies. We must immedi- 
ately take whatever action is possible, even 
without full four-power agreement. Euro- 
pean recovery cannot be complete until Ahe 
various parts of Europe’s economy are wri 
ing together as a harmonious whole. he 


The Plan 


SUMMARY of the Marshall plan, 
A prepared by the State Department 

for Congress, contains the follow- 
ing central conclusions: 

The existence of a free, stable and pro- 
ductive community of nations in Europe 
is essential to the security and well- 
being of the United States. | 

Necessary aid, economic and financial, 
will be extended by the United States 
to countries 
among themselves in bringing about 
European recovery. The first condition 
of such aid is self-help on the part of 
the countries in question. 

The total cost for a period of four 
years and three months is estimated 
at 17 billion dollars, of which 6.8. bil- 
lion dollars will be required during the 
first 15 months, 

This does not include other hundreds 
of millions which the Department of the 
Army will ask for the maintenance of 
order and public welfare in the Anglo- 
American zone in Germany, 

It further excludes relief measures for 
China, Japan and Korea. Under the max- 
im of “‘first things first’ which proved 
successful in World War II, the Admin- 
istration policy is to grant priority to 
European over Far Eastern aid. 

With the American national plant op- 
erating at an all-time high, domestic re- 
sources will be able to absorb without 
serious danger all requirements of the 
Marshall plan. 

Provided that wise fiscal measures are 
adopted, foreign aid should not prove the 
last straw on the camel’s back of Amer- 
ican financial resources, 

Some sacrifice on the part of the 
American people will be necessary. be-

for Europe under the plan happen to 
be in short production here.

achievement of a co-ordinated European 
economy remains a fundamental objective 
of our forelgn policy.” 

Despite such omens, Secretary Marshall’s 
address at Harvard fell upon the deafest 
American ears since Lincoln’s speech at 
Gettysburg. It was several days before it 
wr generally recognized that a policy of 
first magnitude had come into being, al- 
though British Foreign Minister Ernest 
Bevin, in his own words, “‘grabbed it with 
both hands.” 

“The truth of the matter,” Marshall had 
said, “‘is that Europe's requirements, for 
the next three or four years; of foreign 
food and other essential articles—prin- 
cipally from America—are so much greater 
than her present ability to pay that she 
must have substantial help or face eco- 
nomic, social and political deterioration of 
a very grave character.” 

The explosive charge was buried near 
the end, in a sentence of eight words. As 
to reconstruction on the continent, Secre- 
tary Marshall observed mildly: 

“The initiative, I think, must come 
from Europe.” 7 

His psychology proved to be masterful. 
In lieu of alienating the stricken peoples 
of the continent, as might have been ex- 
pected, this appeal to their stamina and 
courage set off a chain-reaction of the spirit 
which is still flashing today. 

The text of. the speech was composed 
mainly by the Secretary’s chief specialists 
on Russia, Kennan and Charles E. Bohlen, 
who a month and a half later was to be- 
come counselor of the State Department. 
The imprint of Marshall's thought and 
phrasing was everywhere discernible, The 
decision: and responsibility were his alone. 
He selected the commencement exercises at 
Harvard because they provided the most 
distinguished rostrum among the few per- 
sonal appearances to which he had lim- 
ited himself, | 


Bad Public Relations May 
Explain Delayed Reaction. 


Delayed reaction in this country should 
be ascribed in part to defective public re- 
lations which have hounded the Marshall 
plan, and which make possible a conten- 
tion that it has never actually been “‘sold”’ 
to the American people. More than once 
there has been conflict of timing between 
the White House and State Department. 
On the very day of the Harvard address 
President Truman, at a press conference, 
denounced Hungary’s Communists and the 
economic views of Senator Robert A. Taft. 
By this means Secretary. Marshall’s utter- 
ance was relegated to secondary position. 

Abroad, however, the very proposal of 
the Marshall plan brought the 16 participat- 
ing nations into the nearest approach to an 
economic federation the continent has be- 
held and threatened the solidity of the pro- 
Soviet bloc in eastern. Europe. Duress 
alone prevented Czechoslovakia and Poland 
from joining the Marshall plan group.

The latter course was taken, it is argued, 
because he dared not risk the consequences 
of co-operation between eastern and western 
Europe. He may have reflected that Czecho- 
slovakia and Poland regard themselves as 
westward-looking states; that Russia and 
Finlanf are enemies by tradition; and that 
Hungary and Romania, with their Magyar 
and Latin populations, have no zeal for Pan- 
Slav imperialism. Thick and thin loyalty 
was to be counted upon only from Yugo- 
slavia, Bulgaria and Albania. 


Aided European Moderates 
And Weakened the. Communists. 


Russia’s powerful bastion in the trade 
unions of France and Italy tottered under 
the shock of the Marshall plan. As the 
intentions of Russia to wreck the plan were 
revealed, workingmen in France and Italy 
were confronted, with a naked choice be- 
tween their own welfare and the interests 
of a foreign country. By hundreds of 
thousands *"rench artisans thronged out of 
membership in the Communist-controlled 
General Confederation of Labor. A strike 
called by Red leaders in the city and prov- 
ince of Rome was quelled by government 
police. 

Moderate governments strengthened their 
positions in London, Paris and Rome, and 
took a firm stand on the side of the United 
States. Partly under stimulus of the plan, 
industry in Europe surged forward. Great 
Britain and the Scandinavian countries 
passed beyond prewar normal. From 80 
to 90 per cent of that level was achieved 
by France, Belgium and The Netherlands. 
The figure for Italy rose to 70 per cent. ' 


The fact is, Secretary Marshall declared 
in his Pittsburgh speech, ‘‘that the largest 
part of the job of assisting Europe, as meas- 
ured by the rate of exports from this 
country, is behind us. The volume of com- 
modities planned for shipment from the 
United States during the first 15 months 
of the program is less than the volume of 
exports during the last 15 months. The 
program contemplates, moreover, a steadily 
decreasing volume of exports in succeeding 
years.”” 

In the meantime, Russia was far from 
idle. Vituperation of the Marshall plan 
thundered from the platform of the United 
Nations, the Soviet and satellite press and 
every radio receiving set on the continent. 
Partly in answer to the Committee for 
European Econemic Co-operation, Moscow 
set up its Cominform, a new version of 
thé Comintern, the nine members of which 
included France and Italy as well as Rus- 
sia, Yugoslavia, Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
Bulgaria, Hungary and Romania. Officially 
announced as the Cominform central policy 
was the use of every available means to 
wreck the Marshall plan, which was felt 
to limit the expansion of Soviet influence 
in Europe. 

The Politburo then turned to Greece, 
Manchuria and in particular to the Anglo- 
American zone in Germany, where it was 
accused of instigating. food protest strikes. 
Russia’s sole reason for voting in favor of 
the partition of Palestine, it is held here, 
was the eventual opportunity it might offer 


for lodging Soviet detachments within the 


Mediterranean theater. 

The two chief centers of Soviet atten- 
tion, however, are western Europe and the 
United States itself. By means of periodic 
‘disturbances, led by Communist agents in 
France and Italy, it is hoped to stir up 
sufficient political and economic trouble to 
hamstring any aid America may give. Labor 
uprisings in the Jatter part of 1947 cost 
France 45 days of coal production. In 
three months, Italy lost $33,000,000 of fac- 
tory output.

The passions of a sei 
dential election are beginning to resound. 
Warring forces occupy the executive and 
legislative branches of our government, 
More ominous still, the country is reeling 
along a path of inflation and high prices 
which has often led to economic disaster. 

The Kremlin hopes In the first place that 
Congress will slash Marshall plan estimates 
deeply enough to reduce it from a recov- 
ery to a relief program, and thus destroy 
its long-term goal, 

It hopes secondly that President Truman 
will be defeated. Reliance is placed on the 
isolationism with which the Republican 
party proved to be honeycombed in’ two 
‘world wars. Moscow hailed the third party 
candidacy of Henry A. Wallace as a god- 
send. He is depended upon to split the 
Democratic party and place Republican 
nationalism in command. 

Should these means fail, the Soviet Union 
gives its trust in the last instance to eco- 
nomic collapse in the United States, which 
is certain to befall at no remote time, ac- 
cording to the evangel of Marxist political 
science, 

It Is recognized in Washington that many 
Americans will tend to think of the Mar- 
shall plan in terms of cost to American tax- 
payers and of shipping goods abroad that 
are needed in this country. .Some may re- 
flect that a cold war could explode into sa 
shooting war. 

There is, of course, no guarantee that 
the Marshall plan will succeed. It has been 
described as a ‘‘calculated risk.” All of the 
factors—including the weather, the stead- 
fastness of western Europeans under the 
shadow of the Red Army, and the success 
of Russian opposition—cannot be controlled, 


Faces Possibility Plan © 
Is ‘Operation Rathole.’ 


From the end of hostilities to date, the 
United States, excluding recent stopgap aid 
to France, Italy and Austria, has poured 
into Europe a total of 12- billion dollars 
for relief and rehabilitation including, for 
instance, the British loan. Was this 
merely an Operation Rathole? Demand is 
now made for 17 billion dollars more, of 
which 3 billion dollars will probably be 
an outright gift and on which full cash 
repayment, out of 16 Paris Conference coun- 
tries, is expected only from Switzerland, 
Portugal ‘and Turkey. WiHll this’prove an- 
other treasure to be washed down the 
drain? 

By way of answer, it may be stated that 
the Marshall plan, in addition to its obvious 
humanitarian phase, is divided into three 
parts. These are economics, political strat- 
egy and finance. The first is considered 
thoroughly feasible, and the last to be at 
present the most arduous, 


The comforting persuasion is held in 
Washington that the best political strategy 
would be to confront Russia with the 
solid fact of a busy and prosperous west- 
ern Europe. Though adhering with fron 
tenacity to fundamentals, Russian policy, 
through all the centuries, has never re- 
vealed shame or loss of face in’ ng 
away from a tangible condition. 

The restitution of west European indus- 
try and agriculture has already been accom- 
plished to a considerable degree. In the 
view of the State Department, the 12 billion 
dollars already advanced not only made- 
possible the degree of recovery now at- 
tained, but averted. widespread famine and 
disease. 

The area of finance is regarded as the. 
most formidable because there the Marshall 
plan confronts a social revolution of world- 
wide expanse. Before the war West Europe 
throve by drawing food and raw materials 
from its colonies, East. Europe, the Weat- 
ern Hemisphere and the Far East, and 
paid for them with manufactured goods 
and with shipping, insurance and banking 
services. The entire system has virtually 
been swept away, together with the greater 
part of Europe’s giant foreign investments. 

Almost everywhere the middle class, 
stronghold of free enterprise, has been 
weakened or liquidated, Socialism is 
dominant ir the countries participating in 
the Marshall plan. Inflated currencies and 
inflated budgets are widespread. 

The Marshall plan and its long-range 
complement, the International Trade Organ- 
ization, have grappled desperately with the 
financial problem. The Paris Conference 
governments were compelled to agree upon 
drastic budget and monetary reforms. 
Scores of treaties have been signed embody- 
ing tariff concessions and restrictions on . 
import and export quotas. Customs unions, 
‘such as Benelux (Belgium, The Netherlands, 
Luxembourg) are under consideration for 
the removal of barfiers to the course of 
trade, 

As to Socialism, the Administration stand 
is that the United States has no right to 
dictate the economic system which a major- 
ity in any country may see fit to espouse 
by its own choice in free elections—pro- 
vided always that civil and political liber- 
tles are safeguarded. 

Whatever else the plan may be, the State 
Department observes that it was perhaps 
the most exhaustively documented enterprise 
in history. The undertaking absorbed most 
of the department’s energies during six 
months, often with workdays of 18 hours.

The ability of America’s fiscal system to 
endure the strain was estimated. 


That the Marshall plan, in some fortis 
will be adopted by Congress is taken 
here as a certainty.

Can Emotion Do It? 


Mr. Morton, however, goes on to assume that, 
if the city embarks on the world’s fair proposal, 
somehow or other its slums will be cleared and 
its other problems will yield to “emotional lift.” 
How does this assumption stand up under analy- 
sis? How does it stand up when related to the 
one basic problem of slum clearance? 

Certainly Mr. Morton is aware of the many 
earnest efforts St: Louis has been making to 
solve this problem in the two and a half years 
since Mayor Kaufmann appointed his Anti-Slum 
Commission. Certainly, he knows of the formid- 
able obstacles encountered by the commission 
and that, despite the hardest kind of plugging by 
the Kaufmann administration, little progress has 
yet been made. 

In 1945, before prices and wages were torn 
loose from their wartime moorings, prospects 
for slum clearance seemed bright. The big in- 
surance companies, with vast funds to invest, 
were definitely interested in constructing large 
blocks of new apartment buildings in St. Louis, 
as they had done in New York and other cities. 
They asked, however, for legislative inducements. 
The Missouri Legislature agreed, passing a law 
in 1946 which limits taxation solely to the value 
of the land for the first 10 years in the life of 
a redevelopment project, and grants a 50 per 
cent exemption on land and improvements for 
the next 15 years. 


Low-Cost Housing Needed 


That was fine. But the insurance companies . 


were interested only in apartments for people of 
medium income, not for people of the lowest in- 
come group. If the slums were torn’ down, 
where could their dwellers go? Addressing 
itself to this problem, the Mayor’s Anti-Slum 
Commission asked the Legislature to pass a law, 
which would permit the construction, with the 
aid of federal funds, of low cost housing within 
the range of present slum dwellers’ pocketbooks. 

The real estate lobby went to work to kill this 
measure, raising the cry of “Socialism!” Per- 
haps it is socialistic, but in that case, so was the 
measure already passed on behalf of the insur- 
ance companies. Private enterprise, of course, 
would not touch low cost housing with a 10-foot 
pole. It cannot do so without going broke, be- 
cause there is no profit in it. Either the Gov- 


Costs Are Higher Now 


In order for the slum clearance movement to 
be resumed, therefore, there will have to be a 
favorable court decision or, failing that, législa- 
tive relief. Furthermore, since federal housing 
funds are now close to exhaustion, Congress 
would have to pass the Taft-Ellender-Wagner 
bill, which is designed to promote and encourage 
both private and public housing, or some similar 
measure, and appropriate additional funds. 


Unfortunately, even if all legal obstacles were 
cleared away, the whole price-and-wage struc- 
ture has radically changed since July 1, 1945, 
when the Anti-Slum Commission was formed. 
We are now in a period of inflation, which may 
become the runaway kind. Funds spent fer both 
public and private housing will produce far less 
than they would have dn 1945, More dollars 
would produce fewer houses. Can St. Louis 
get sufficient federal funds to make-a sizable 
attack upon the slums? If it can, are the insur- 
ance companies still interested in spending mil- 
lions for middle-income apartments? 


Some Answers Unknown 


We don’t know the answers to these last two 
questions. We hope they can be answered in the 
affirmative. But we pose the whole housing 
problem at this length to show how difficult and 
complicated it is, and to suggest that it cannot 
be waved away with a magic wand. Many mil- 
lions of dollars are involved and many vested 
interests stand in the way. There is no reason 
to believe that the prospect of a world’s fair in 
1953 would materially advance the slum clear- 
ance movement. 

So there is a cart and there is a horse. The 
horse is slum clearance and general municipal 
improvement. The cart is the world’s fair. Mr. 
Morton wants to put the cart before the horse. 
If we replace the slums with brand-new build- 
ings, we can be proud of ourselves. Vienna did 
this some 20 years ago and got world-wide fame. 
If we can complete the ‘Jefferson Riverfront 
Memorial and build a wide tree-shaded mall 
from the Mississippi to Forest Park, it would be 
a glorious achievement. 


Then we could invite the world to St. Louis 
without the “shame” that Mr. Morton speaks of. 
Meanwhile, isn’t the real challenge to civic lead- 
ership first to attack the decay from which the 
city is suffering? Shouldn’t we buy the horse 
before we invest in the cart? 


Golden Pickle 


The federal gold hoard has reached a new rec- 
ord of nearly 23 billion dollars.and is still grow- 
ing $200,000,000 a month. This is the ironic 
outcome of an expedient adopted in 1933, to 
boost prices and wages and promote industrial 
recovery through unlimited purchases of gold at 
$35 an ounce. Today, the policy inflates prices 
with a vengeance, because each dollar added to 
the hoard frees about $6 of “easy money” bank 
credit. 

Therefore, officials wish the hoard would stop 
growing. But the Government does not dare 
either to reduce the price or to cease buying, be- 
cause doing either would knock billions off that 
artificial 23-billion value. 

What a pretty pickle! What a demonstration 
that value is in the usefulness of things, not in 
golden idols created by governmental fiat! 
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This ‘Time It’s Hides 


Harold E. Stassen, who brought out the facts 
about Edwin W. Pauley’s profiteering in food 
commodities, now has testified that Secretary of 
the Army Royall’s special assistant made a profit 
of $154,410 last month while the Army was buy- 
ing hides. This was after Secretary Royall went 
to the Senate and owned up to the fact that he 
knew about Pauley’s food speculations when he 
took him into his department. ) 

It will take some further facts to show 
whether these hide deals grew out of Pauley’s 
inside information, as a high-ranking appointee 


in the Department of the Army. Senator Tyd-. 


ings, whose role at the Senate committee hear- 
ing seemed to be to keep former Gov. Stassen 
from testifying, said that hides were purchased 
by the Department of Agriculture and not by the 
Army. To this Stassen answered that in such 
instances the Agriculture Department buys for 
the Army. He then went on to show how the 
value of Pauley’s hides went up after an Army 
contract for hides for Korea, Dec. 1. 

This is coming closer to the sort of thing en- 
gaged in by Bennett E. Meyers, wartime Major 
General and deputy procurement chief for the 
Air Force. Certainly, it is the duty of the Sen- 
ate to stay on this trail now until it finds out 
whether Pauley profited by inside information. 

Whatever else happens, it should be clear now 
to President Truman, Secretary of Defense‘ For- 
restal and Secretary Royall that Ed Pauley is no 
utter good in their Administration. It is now 
well past the time when he said his “special 
assignment” would be completed. Why doesn’t 
he get out? If he doesn’t get out, why isn't 
he put out?

An Easy Thing to Decide 


President Truman announces that he is con- 
sidering the reappointment of Ernest Gruening 
as governor of Alaska, and here surely is one 
appointment about which it should be both easy 
and pleasant to decide. 

The country is fortunate to be able to com- 
mand a man of Gov. Gruening’s caliber for that 
difficult and too-almost-thankless job. He has 
become something very close to the voice of 


Alaska, and he has thrown himself into his job’ 


with an energy and a tirelessness that are truly 
remarkable. He has tackled the shipping and 
fishing monopolies and the apathy of Congress 
with equal dedication to purpose. 

In his eight years of governorship he has be- 
come so popular that it is pretty generally con- 
ceded that in the event of Alaska’s admission to 
the Union he will become its first Senator.

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A Minimum Speed Law 

A minimum speed limit on the highways, pro- 
posed in a bill before the New York Legisla- 
ture, would be a good thing for Missouri too. 
It is against the law in Missouri to obstruct 
traffic on the highways. A car standing still on 
the highway is a manifest obstruction; it is as 
much a danger to traffic as a barrier built across 
the road. There is only a difference of degree 
between a parked car and a car moving so slow- 
ly that it is a barrier to traffic moving at normal 
speeds, 

Trucks are the worst offenders in this regard. 
Often they are so heavily loaded that they can 
make no better speeds than 10 or 20 miles an 
hour up anything like a grade. As sponsors of 
the New York bill said, exasperation at being 
held up by snail-like traffic may lead motorists 
to take unnecessary chances. A minimum-speed 
law, enforced, would minimize more than one 
of the hazards of-the highways. 
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Steamboat Round the Bend 


Before the so-called race between the steam- 
powered Kokoda and the diesel-driven towboat, 
Helena, ends at St. Louis, let us all reach.back 
into: our river town’s store of memories and 
recall a speed performance on the river that 
really was one.

Three days, 
23 hours and nine minutes later its gangplank 
touched the wharf here. 

While the time was five hours longer than 
that of the Lee a quarter century later, the palm 
still goes to the White on points. By 1870, many 
cutoffs run through in successive floods, had 
pared a lot of miles from the length of the river. 
Also, refueling from barges in midstream had

With the Ebb of English Power 


D. W. Brogan, British Historian, in UN World 


There are in history peoples whose role 
is providing the resources for unity or, at 
any rate, for common dealing. In the mod- 
ern world that has been especially the role 
of the English, and when we think of that 
role in the past, the famous description of 
them as a “nation of shopkeepers” takes 
on another color. 


They were a nation of shopkeepers; they 
were interested in providing or utilizing 
the means the world provided for making 
life safe and profitable for shopkeepers-— 
and others. The 
Bank of England, 
free trade, pat jia- 


.mentary governm -nt, 


all increased their 
range of influence 
together. 


It is natural 
enough, today, when 
this world situation 
has changed, to take 
pretty calmly the de- 
cline in the favored 
historical position of 
England. 


It is highly im- 
probable that the D. W. B . 
English are, in fact, ae 
shutting up shop. Their enlightened self- 
interest in the external world is as acute 
as ever. But it is probably not as univer- 


sal as ever. 


The world-weariness of the English at 
the moment is admirably illustrated by 
the general attitude to India and Palestine. 
It is curious, indeed, to notice how little 
attention is paid to the withdrawal from 
India, how little the loss of the “brightest 
jewel in the crown” has affected the pub- 
lic, 

There was genuine good feeling and gen- 
uine distress at the bloody baptism of In- 
dia and Pakistan. But any “I told you so” 
feeling was directed at the numerous Amer- 
ican critics, for whom the end of British 
rule was the beginning of wisdom, 

The willingness to abandon Palestine is 
more easily explicable. 
longer any glorious historical achievement, 
at any rate in the old sense of the term. 


Here there is no, 


There is rather a record of 30 years of 
failure or of very limited success. 


There is also more sign of resenting crit- 
icism, especially American-Jewish criticism. 
It has been felt that Hollywood is not the 
place to launch a heroic crusade from and 
that, in the American readiness in plan and 
counsel, there is concealed the assumption 
that George will and should do it. The 
popular retort is “Let Sam do it” or “Put 
up or shut up.” 

The power of free action of the British 
Government, of any British Government, 
is limited by this skepticism and fatigue. 


The skepticism is not merely doubt as 
to British power. It is doubt as to the 
moral worth of British endeavors to spread 
the rule of law and to extend the area in 
which Western ideas are the political re- 
ligion of all sensible men. If the law and 
order imposed on India collapse so easily, 
if the unity of India coHapses the moment 
the British leave,. then the achievement 
was obviously superficial and not worth 
the effort, 

If fewer clocks work in North India, 
what of it? Perhaps India doesn’t need 
clocks, Every people must be allowed to 
make its own mistakes and if dacoitry, and 
religious feuds, even suttee come Pack, 
there will be distress in Britain but no 
missionary Zeal, 

That there should be a true world order 
we are all agreed, That Britain’s part will 
have to be more modest than in the past 
we are all agreed. That the world should 
not continue to expect too much from us 
is a general hope, That it may, for a time, 
expect too little from us, write us off pre- 
maturely, is a risk we are ready to take. 
For England has not so far changed that 
outside opinion is decisive and if the world 
does write us off—well, it is a mistake that 
has been made before and not very long 
ago. 

The nation of shopkeepers will soon be 
back doing business at the same old stand; 
not quite as much business, but business 
all the same—and good business for the 
shopkeeper and his customers, especially if 
they buy the political goods which the 
world once treasured and might wisely 
treasure again. 


Modern Art 


Howard Devree in 


Signs that the modern movement must 
fight another battle for recognition have 
been multiplying of late. Many artists and 
students, resting safe in the knowledge that 
the Armory Show is now a full generation 
behind us, may well be incredulous of such 
a statement. (The Armory Show, New 
York, 1913, was the. first big exhibition of 
modern art in America.—Editor’s note.) 


But warnings and criticisms from cham- 
pions of modernism nevertheless continue, 
Many of us who are certain of the basic 
soundness of the modern movement feel 
increasing concern. 

In the wake of the war, political and 
economic life have been invaded by unrest, 
confusion and uncertainty, and it might 
have been anticipated that art would not 
remain unaffected. Here, too, a certain 
amount of reaction and readjustments was 
to be expected. How far to the right the 
pendulum may swing is the point of chief 
concern, 

Ever since the Armory Show traditional 
rea¢tion has carried on a rear-guard skir- 
mish against “modernism.” Besides these 
enemies without, there have arisen enemies 
within the modern movement—the extrem- 
ists who have broken with tradition, 
flaunted deliberately ugly or baffling work 
before the layman and proclaimed them- 
selves the advance guard of culture. 


Amid so many loudly trumpeted isms the 
public has become more and more confused 
and a certain degree of reaction on these 
grounds might also have been anticipated. 

In the midst of so many uncertainties, 
people are likely to demand mdre affirma- 
tion from postwar art and less of the seem- 
ingly passive, negative and unintelligible. 
Less of experimental surface pattern, less 
of non-objective posturing, less of escapism

from life into sheer esthetic problems. May 
the fates forbid that the seemingly ines- 
capable reaction should carry us into an- 
other era of the “pretty” pictures of Alma 
Tadema and Bouguereau, and the brayura 
portraits of Boldini, Sargent & Co, 


In a recent sympathetic survey, so keenly 
appreciative a critic as Dorothy Grafly ex- 
pressed fear of reaction, citing the sple- 
netic and ephemeral attack on modernism 
in “Mona Lisa’s Mustache” as an example 
of the analysis of the modern movement 
on false premises. And such a long-time 
champion of modernism as C. J. Bulliet 
took the recent surrealist and non-objec- 
tive show at Chicago severely to task for 
the number of unoriginal inclusions and 
numerous derivations from a sector of the 
modern movement—a sector that has long 
since passed its prime of vitality in Fran¢e. 

Blame for a reaction must fall to no 
small extent on the hocus-pocus of much 
of the later surrealism, such as work by 
Dali and Ernst; on painters who fhdulge 
in clinical and psychotic material; on such 
of the non-objective group as employ eryp- 
tic titles for seemingly meaningless exam- 
ples; on those who seek first and last for 
novelty; and on all those sensationalists 
who indulge in what Royal Cortissoz used 
to call “mystigoguery.” 

It is the hope of many of us today, con- 
vinced that most of the modern movement 
is sound and forward-looking, that the bar- 
ricades may go. up to protect the middle 
road before it be captured by forces of 
blind reaction who would swarm far be- 
yond it once it was crossed.

ERNARD MANNES BARUCH, the park bench philosopher who 
has whispered words of wisdom into the ears of the last five 
Presidents of the United States, says out loud that Britain must 


give non-Russian Europe a firm lead in forming a political, economi 


and defense union before it is too late. 


He says Britain must work 
harder. Britain and the United 
States must submerge all selfish 
interests, private or political, in 
mobilizing for a global peace. 

For two hours in his New York 
apartment, the 77-year-old multi- 
millionaire discussed with me Eng- 
land's part in the Baruch blue- 
print to save civilization, 

Within the next few days he will 
return to Washington to fill in 
the details and answer questions 
about his 11-point program before 
the same Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations which heard 
him out in uneasy silence last 
Monday. There were few ques- 
tions then. The politicians knew 
how ‘often Baruch's predictions 
have come true in the past. 

Policy on Speaking. 

As he plumped his long lean 
length into the armchair, Bernard 
Baruch chuckled: 

“Some folks say ‘get up God, 
Barney Baruch wants to sit down.’ 
Nonsense that—but I never open 
my mouth until I am sure of what 
Iam about to say.” 

I asked what in his opinion 
Britain could do now. “I think 
England has great resources,” he 
said. “One of the greatest is 
character. But what you fellows 
want is more work, more sweat, 
more thrift. The fellow who wants 
to get out of a holé digs himself 
out and doesn’t need any help— 
doesn't need any help from us.” 

This country doctor’s_son who 
had made his first $1,000,000 be- 
fore he was 32, shook his head 
regretfully when I asked him if 
he thought it possible that poli- 
ticians of all shades of opinion 
here would forget this is a presi- 
dential election year and not allow 
this to sway their decisions on 
the Marshall plan or the Baruch 
blueprint. 

“Please don’t quote me on Amer- 
fcan issues,” pleaded the silver- 
haired man who occupies such a 
unique position in the life of this 
nation. 

We turned back across the At- 
lantic. I suggested Britain seemed 
to be fulfilling his demand for all- 
out production on a wartime basis 
—“without interruptions, strikes, 
lockouts or profit-scrambling.” 

Baruch grinned and rearranged 
his hearing device—his only ir- 
ritable concession to advancing 
years—which peeps out of his 
breast pocket. 

“You English ... you’re far too 
clever for us simple Americans. 
You play dead dog on us, but 
you're far from dead.” 

Point by point, we went through 
the Baruch blueprint. 

For All-American Body. 

In his plan for a general staff 
for peace, Baruch insists that this 
body deciding the over-all global 
strategy should be all-American. 
None of the 16 nations presently 
involved, in the Marshall plan 
would be invited to send repre- 
sentatives.

Fitzsimmons’s Advice.

A big hand hit me on the shoul- 
der. (Baruch demonstrated.) A 
voice said: 

“‘That’s the stuff, boy, that 
makes world champions.’ It was 
Bob Fitzsimmons, a world’s cham- 
pion himself. I'll never forget 
what he told me. ‘Never give up; 
the other man is probably more 
exhausted than you are.’” 

The arm chair didn’t hold him 
long. “Come along,” he said, and 
we were off again, across the deep 
pile of the huge expanse of carpet, 
into another large room. Bernard 
Baruch clicked a switch. “What 
do you think of that?” he asked 
proudly. 
“That” was a life-size portrait 
in oils of Winston Churchill in 
R.A.F, uniform. “Look at that! 
That’s the spirit of Britain. Like 
a bulldog ready to pounce out of 
his chair.” 
The portrait was to have been 
one of the big three series—then 
Franklin D. Roosevelt died. Ba- 
ruch bought it. With two others, 
it now shares the place of honor 
high on his walls, gently floodlit. 
Near it is a painting of the late 
Woodrow Wilson, first President 
to listen to Baruch, In the room 
we returned to, above the marble 
fireplace, hangs the portrait of 
Dr. Simon Baruch, the country 
surgeon of North Camden—in the 
words of his son—‘“the greatest 
man who ever lived.” 

Too Cold in Parks. 
The tall spare figure with the 
thatch of silver hair—the delight 
of American cartoonists—stopped 
before one of the cartoons hung 
in another room, which showed an 
empty park bench with his name- 
board across the seat. “Too cold 
for sitting around in the parks 
now,” he chuckled. 
There were other souvenirs in 
other rooms to be inspected. Ba- 
ruch displayed them all with a 
boyish enthusiasm. “Not bad for 
a country lad from South Caro- 
lina,” he laughed. He was serious 
again, when he added, “and this 
is one of the few countries left 
in the world where it could hap- 
pen.” 

As he courteously opened the 
door, he made his parting wise- 
crack: “Forget what I said to you 
earlier on the telephone—about 
being the oldest living man in cap- 
tivity.”

YUGOSLAV ENVOY SAYS REPORT

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 (UP)—

Kosanovic, categorically denying 
that Tito made the statements 
attributed to him, said they were 
“fabricated and utterly absurd.” 

“They constitute a malicious 
provocation, aimed not only at 
harming Yugoslavia but at pois- 
oning the atmosphere and at 
hampering the efforts of all those 
who are working for a better 
understanding among nations,” he 
asserted. 


INQUIRY BY GREEK GUERRILLAS 
ON KONITSA DEFEAT REPORTED 


ATHENS, Jan. 24 (AP) — A 
Greek press dispatch from Ioan- 
nina said today leftist guerrillas 
are holding a military inquiry to 
determine why they failed in their 
attack on Konitsa. 

The leftists attempted to seize 
Konitsa as a capital for the Com- 
munist state proclaimed by Mar- 
kos Vafiades but were hurled 
back by Greek Government forces 
after a seven-day siege. 

The dispatch said the court is 
being conducted at Aetomilitsa, 
a village 25 miles northeast of 
Konitza in the Grammos moun- 
tains and five miles from the Al- 
banian border. It is near Lykor- 
rachi, where the rebels are said 
to have established a temporary 
seat of their “government.”

Vodka, Caviar, Soup, Steak. 

Dinner consisted of 400 grams of 
vodka, a great bowl of black 
caviar, cabbage soup, steak and 
fried potatoes, cheese and two bot- 
tles of wine. And it cost’ about 
$110 for five people, at the em- 
bassy rate of 12 rubles to one 
dollar. 

It also took about two hours and 
a half to serve, a thing that 
startled us a little bit, but which 
we found was invariable in Rus- 
sian restaurants. And we. also 
found out later why it takes so 
long. 

Since everything in the Soviet 
Union, every transaction, is under 
the State, or under monopolies 
granted by the /State, the book- 
keeping system is enormous. 

Thus the waiter, when taking 
an order, would write it very care- 
fully in a book, But he didn’t go 
then and get the food ordered. 
He went to the bookkeeper, who 
made another entry on the food 
which was to be ordered, and is- 
sued a slip which went to the 
kitchen, There another entry was 
made, and certain food was re- 
quested. When it was finally is- 
sued, an entry of the food issued 
was also made out on a slip which 
was given to the waiter. 

Now he didn’t bring the food 
back to the table. He took his 
slip to the bookkeeper, who made 
another entry that such food as 
had been ordered was issued, and 
gave another slip to the waiter, 
who then went back to the kitch- 
en and brought the food to the 
table, making a note in his book 
that the food which had been or- 
dered, which had been entered, 
and which had been delivered, 
was now finally delivered to the 
table. 

It Takes a Lot of Time. 


This bookkeeping took consider- 
able time. Far more time in fact 
than anything to do with the 
food. And it does no good to be- 
come impatient about getting 
your dinner, because nothing in 
the world can be done about it. 
The process is invariable. 

And meanwhile, the orchestra 
howled “Roll Out the Barrel” and, 
“In the Mood,” and a tenor came 
to the microphone, which inciden- 
tally he did not need, for his voice 
was sufficient for the room, and 


he sang “Old Man River,” and 
some of the Sinatra favorites, like 


. 
“Old Black Magic,” and “I’m in 
the Mood for Love” in Russian. 

Meanwhile the Moscow corre- 
spondents coached us on what to 
expect and how to conduct our- 
selves. 

And we are very fortunate that 
they were there to tell us. In the 
first place, it was not desirable 
for us to be accrédited to the 
press section which operates un- 
der the foreign office. There are 
certain rules which apply to men 
so accredited, the major one being 
that they cannot leave the Mos- 
cow area. 

There are other limitations, but 
as far as we were concerned this 
was the most important, because 
we didn’t want to stay in Mos- 
cow. We wanted to go into the 
country and see how people on 
the farms, lived. 

Tremendous Changes in Moscow. 


I had been in Moscow in 1936 
for a few days, and the changes 
since then were tremendous. In 
the first place, the city is much 
cleaner than it was. Many streets 
are now paved which had been 
muddy and dirty. And the build- 
ing in the eleven years is enor- 
mous. 

Hundreds of new tall apartment 
buildings, new bridges over the 
Moscow river, the streets widened 
and statues every place. Whole 
sections of the narrow, dirty dis- 
tricts of the old Moscow have dis- 
appeared and in their place were 
new living quarters and new pub- 
lic buildings. 

Here and there was some evi- 
dence of bomb damage, but not 
very much. Apparently the Ger- 
mans did not get their planes over 
Moscow with any success. Some 
of the correspondents who had 
been there during the war told us 
that the anti-aircraft defense was 
great and the fighter planes so 
numerous that after a few trials 
with great loss the Gérmans more 
or less gave up aerial bombard- 
ment of Moscow. 

But a few bombs came through; 
one dropped on the Kremlin and 
a few dropped on the outskirts. 

By that time the Luftwaffe had 
taken its beating over London and 
was not willing to sacrifice the 
great number of planes necessary 
for the bombardment of a heavily 
protected city. 

At Work, Painting, Repairing. 


We noticed also the work that 
was being done to the face of the 
city. There were  scaffoldings 
against all the buildings. They 
were being painted, and broken 
places were being repaired, for 
within a few weeks, the city 
would have its 800th anniversary 
and this was to be celebrated 


-with a great deal of ceremony 


and decoration. Anda few months 
afterward there was to. be the 
thirtieth anniversary of the No- 
vember Revolution. 

Electricians were stringing 
lights on the public buildings and 


on the Kremlin and on the | 
bridges, And this work did not 
stop in the evening-——it went On 
with floodlights all night, paint- 
ing and grooming the city for its 


first non-war celebration in many 


years, 


But in spite of the bustle and | 


preparation in the city the people 
in the streets seemed tired. The 
women used very little or no 
makeup, and the clothing was 
adequate but not very pretty. 
Great numbers of the men in the 
streets were in uniform, but they 
were not in the army. They were 
demobilized, and their uniforms 
were ‘the only clothes they had. 
The uniforms were without insig- 
nia and without shoulder boards. 
Robert Capa did not take his 
camera out, for he had been told 
by the other correspendents that 


|

is not a desirable thing to do, par- 
ticularly for a foreigner. The first 
policeman picks you up and takes 
you in for questioning, unless your 
permissions are written and in 
order. 


Not Watched or Shadowed. 


We had begun to feel lonely, 
Far from being watched and shad- 
owed, and followed, we couldn’t 
get any one to admit that we were 
there at all. And we knew that 
bureaus would move slowly in 
Moscow, somewhat as they do in 
Washington. Now, skulking 
around in other people’s rooms, 
surrounded by our hundreds of 
rolls of film and our camera 
equipment, we began to get wor- 
ried. 

We had heard of a Russian 
game—we prefer to call it the 
Russian gambit—which has never 
been beaten. It is played very 
simply. 

The man in the government bu- 
reau you want to see is not there, 
is sick, is in the hospital, or is 
away on his vacation. This can go 
on for years. And if you should 
shift your attack to another man, 
he also is out of town, is in the 
hospital, or is away on his vaca- 
tion. 

One Hungarian commission, 
with some kind of petition which, 
I imagine, was not looked on with 
favor, have been waiting for three 
months, first to see a particular 
man, and finally just to see any 
one. But they never did. 

And an American professor, 
with an idea for exchange astu- 
dehts, a brilliant, intelligent, and 
good man, had been sitting in 
anterooms for weeks. And he too 
had never seen any one. 

There is no way to oppose this 
gambit. There is no defense 
against it, except to relax.

As for the German papers, they 
have a hard time of it. They get 
very little newsprint.

INCE the days of Aesop's 

Fables and before, tales have 

been spun to point up a 
moral, or to lead the reader to 
such inescapable conclusions as 
“haste makes waste’ or that 
peace of mind is more satisfying 
than a piece of gold. Reacting 
against these preachments many 
American novelists turned to 
purely escapist literature, par- 
ticularly after the hard realities 
of World War I. Their works, 
in large measure, were compe- 
tent, and the public appetite 
seemed only whetted. 

There is still, and always will 
be, of course, a market for skill- 
ful straight fiction, but it may 
also be predicted safely that the 
new look in books is here to stay, 
justifying the basic technique of 
Aesop's Fables. The old formu- 
la, brushed off and modernized, 
is paying high dividends. Hem- 
ingway, with his “For Whom the 
Bell Tolls,’’. Steinbeck, with 
“Grapes of Wrath,” successfully 
dramatized social issues; after a 
gap we had, with a rush to the 
top of best-seller lists, Richard 
Wright’s “Native Son,” Lillian 
Smith’s “Strange Fruit,” Laura 
Hobson’s “‘Gentlemen’s Agree- 
ment.”” They were only the van- 
guard.

I wish I could say truthfully 
that Hodding Carter, winner of 
the Pulitzer Prize for distin- 
guished editorial writing in 
1946, had turned the social-fic- 
tion trick with this, his first big 
novel. His Delta (Miss.) Demo- 
crat-Times is a bright beacon in 
the ideological hinterland of the 
South, and certainly his heart is 
in the right place: But “Flood 
Crest’”’ simply falls short of the 
mark. As pure fiction it seems 
artificial and contrived; as propa- 
ganda it misses effectiveness be- 
cause the preachments stick out 
like highway signboards. 

He tells the story of rampag- 
ing Mississippi floods, of Sena- 
tor Cleve Pikestaff, Negro-hat- 
ing, Jew-baiting rabble-rouser;

Yet the book is. not without 
merit. If the plot is weak and 
the characters insufficiently de- 
veloped, the atmosphere — en- 
vironment we used to call it in 
school days—is authentic.

Beard also asks whether. the 
American federal system will be- 
come a possible model for “a 
world union intended to main- 
tain peace among nations.’’ The 
alternative question, as he 
phrases it, is whether “it is to 
perish from the earth, giving 
place to a centralized despotism 
or a new feudalism everywhere, 
even in the United States?”’ 

If our federal system of a 
strong national government,

ASHES AND FIRE

SHES AND FIRE” is an 
account of the life of 
Poland's Jewry today. In 
simple words it tells of the last 
act of the tragedy which began 
eight years ago with Hitler’s ex- 
termination campaign. But it is 
not just another in the series of 
Gestapo horror tales which 
flooded the western world after 
the end of the war. The time 
when we had to be shocked into 
accepting the incredible stories 
of the death-camp bestialities is 
over. What is wanted today is 
action: now is the time for sav- 
ing the survivors. 

Jacob Pat, sent to his native 
country by the American Jewish 
Labor Committee to distribute 
relief and arrange for rehabilita- 
tion, spent three months travel- 
ing from city to city. In short 
chapters, devoid of melodramat- 
ics and hero-worship, he speaks 
for the men and women who be- 
came heroes simply by living 
through the holocaust. The Po- 
lish Government has formally 
acknowledged the rights of its 
Jewish citizens; yet hostility is 
so overwhelming that Jews in 
small communities still go in 
fear of their lives. Jews are still 
beaten, robbed and killed as a 
daily occurrence, by members of 
so-called illegal underground or- 
ganizations, and the Government 
contends it is powerless to 
amend the situation. !

The Jews in Poland today, and 
those who return from Russia, 
regard their life in Eastern Eu- 
rope as largely transitory. Mr. 
Pat does not give any reason why 
large numbers are returning to 
this anti-Semitic Poland from 
Russia; he simply states it as an 
important factor. The Jews, he 
says, want only one thing: to 
get out of Poland—to Palestine, 
to the U.S.A., to any country 
that will offer them safety. As 
one survivor put it: “Why do 
you give us old clothes instead of 
visas?”’ 

In the meantime, however, 
while they must stay on in Po- 
land, they try to make the best 
of their life. With amazing yi- 
tality they have organized 
schools, children’s homes, co- 
operatives, libraries and theaters. 
They even have a Historical Com- 
mission which is feverishly mak- 
ing a permanent record of eye- 
witness reports from those who 
survived the Nazi hell. Some- 
how, in the face of Polish oppo- 
sition, they make a living and 
they still have time to sing—and 
to argue. For the trade unions 
and political parties have also 
made a comeback and collective- 
ly try to improve their people’s 
lot. 

Here is a somber and heart- 
rending book; every one of its 
characters has been’ forever 
seared, spiritually as well as 
physically, by the death-camp 
tattoo mark. But it ia also an 
encouraging book: for it shows 
the self-reliance and courage of 
a people which, after perhaps the 
greatest persecution in history, 
still dares to look forward.

HE creative writer who can 
T get his stuff written and 

printed may be credited with 
having mastered the basic prob- 
lem of his vocation. Involved in 
the first stage of that process, 
however, is the question of what 
he will be permitted to write. 
Can he liberate into words any- 
thing that his mind can con- 
celve? The anawer of course is 
‘‘no’’ whether he lives in a free 
society, in a police state or in a 
wilderness. Even if there is 
no commissar, no editor or no 
policeman to coneider he still 
cannot escape the demands im- 
posed by the act of communica- 
tion. He must, at the very least, 
be intelligible to somebody; to 
A or B or to some imagined ideal 
reader. 

Considering the frequently 
drastic nature of this inner cen- 
sorship it might be supposed that 
any other hindrance to free ex- 
preasion would be unendurable, 
Yet there is a respectable body 
of opinion which holds that or- 
thodoxy is essential to great per- 
formance in literature as well as 
in general human behavior. In 
a review of Norman Macleod’s 
poetry on this page R. I. Brig- 
ham refers to the renewed de- 
mand for ‘‘absolutes’’ from Re- 
becca West and others, and says, 
in his own right, that the case 
for freedom is: always being 
spoiled by the extremism of the 
literary anarchist. 


Presumably what is meant by 
orthodoxy, insofar as its applica- 
tion to artistic creation is con- 
cerned, is the presence of a‘great 
tradition which would provide 
both a stimulus and a standard 
of measurement. Rebecca West, 
for instance, would hardly find 
congenial an arrangement where- 
by authority over the arts was 
vested in the state.

After that Ehrenburg stopped 
writing and published nothing 
for a month or two. “The rea- 
son was obvious,” says Reavey, 
“the war was being won, Soviet 
troops were entering German ter- 
ritory and a practical policy of 
dealing with the German popu- 
lation would have to be applied.”’ 

Apparently it wasn't obvious to 
Ehrenburg whose good inten- 
tiona were unquestioned, or he 
would have stopped of his own 


accord. The case of Michael Zos- 
chenko, a writer who had at* 
tained a wide popularity through 
his short, humorous, colloquial 
stories of everyday life, is also 
revealing. 

Zoschenko wrote a book called 
*“‘When the Sun Rises’’ which was 
a sort of self-study along psy- 
chiatric lines. It was published 
in the magazine October until it 
reached the last installment. 
That never saw the light. The 
higher critics, told off by the 
Kremlin, wiped the floor with 
Zoschenko. The editors of Octo- 
ber were also severely rebuked 
and the Praesidium of. the Writ- 
ers’ Union was censured for not 
having examined the manuscript 
thoroughly before permitting its 
publication, 

* * * 

OBODY claimed that Zos- 
NY crenio was disloyal. The 

burden of his offense was 
that his book was too remote 
from the social problems of the 
day. One critic, P. Iudin, was 
particularly incensed because, as 
he put it, the novel “affirmed 
the right of man to feel deapond- 
ent and spiritually soft.”’ 

It is not likely that Zoschenko, 
or any other writer will make 
any public display of despond- 
ency in the future, however he 
may feel. On the other hand, it 
is possible that some writer may 
come to grief through not being 
“subjective enough” when it is 
decided that the time has come 
for that sort of thing. 

Such are the ways of the So- 
viet orthodoxy of letters. Ad- 
mittedly they are crude; so are 
the few minor orthodoxies that 
operate in the United States— 
the Legion of Decency, the Watch 
and Ward Society, the self-cen- 
sorship in the moving picture in- 
dustry and so on. 

The free-minded proponents 
of orthodoxy probably know its 
dangers and it is to be hoped 
that they are sufficiently aware 
of it to fight all attempts to 
impose it from above. The tor- 
rent of undistinguished and pur- 
poseless writing that we suffer, 
the emptiness of most of our 
magazine fiction,. the eager 
search by the publishers for an- 
other “Forever Amber,” make a 
discouraging outlook. But a re- 
sort to the police, whether civil 
or clerical, is not going to im- 
prove it.

MacLeod and 


Modernism 


“A MAN IN MIDPASSAGE” 
By Norman Macleod 

(Chronos Editions, Columbus, O., $2.80.) 

T could once be assumed that, 

when a man was in mid- 

passage, he had come from 
one place and was headed for 
another; but that was long ago, 
The self-styled “advance guard” 
has changed this, as Norman 
Macleod proves again in “A Man 
in Midpassage; Collected Poems; 
1930-1947.” 


Rebecca West, in “The Mean- 
ing of Treason,’ has recently re- 
echoed the ideas.of T. S. Eliot 
(‘After Strange Gods’’) and C. S, 
Lewis (‘Abolition of Man’). 
She contends that the mistake of 
the moderns is the renunciation 
of orthodoxy, and that we must 
rebuild the old framework of 
reference or we perish. And 
though the cry for absolutes runs 
as the major strain through the 
social and intellectual history of 
our day, we could turn a deaf 
ear to it, strong in the conviction 
that the freed mind could work 
out its solutions in a universe of 
relatives, were it not for the few 
who insist on giving the lie to 
our position. 


The liberal position, whether 
in politics or the arts, is every- 
where betrayed by the anarchist. 
He rushes into the void left by 
the abandonment of the absolute 
with the kind of excesses that 
threaten to turn the sanest of the 
liberals. back to the traditional. 


In 65 pages of poetry written 
during the last 17 years Norman 
Macleod, we are told by the 
blurb, “has created a relevant 
order which is personal yet tradi- 
tional in its emphasis on formal 
variation” and this “while aware 
of social conflicts and complexi- 
ties in the world.” But any 
relevancy Macleod’'s “ordet’’ 
might have had has been be- 
fogged by the deliberate obscuri- 
ty of his style. 


It may be that rare poetry, 
like vintage wine, demands a 
palate that only the chosen few 
possess. For most readers, indi- 
dividual lines and whole poems 
in “A Man in Midpassage’’ will be 
grotesque, harsh or unintel- 
ligible.

SWIFT-CAPTURE 
OF MAN TRYING 
TO HOLD UP BANK 


Hundreds of Customers Scur- 
ry Out of Path of Armed 
Robber in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, ‘Jan.. 24 (UP)— 
Guards quickly overpowered a 
robber today when he attempted 
to hold up a teller in the crowded 
First National Bank a few min- 
utes before closing time. 

The guards pounced on Marion 
Stevenson, 28 years old, Boise, 
Idaho, seconds after he pointed a 
pistol] at a teller and ordered him 
to turn over his cash: Hundreds 
of customers were in the bank at 
the time, but the guards moved 
in on the robber so quickly that 
no one was hurt. 

The First National Bank is the 
second largest in Chicago and is 
in the Loop district at Clark and 
Monroe streets. 

The robber was foiled by an 
alert teller, Elmer Larsen, 45, who 
stepped on an alarm button when 
he saw the pistol, and dropped to 
the floor. After he sounded the 
alarm, Larsen yelled to other tell- 
ers on each side of him. They also 
dropped to the floor. 

Waving his pistol, Stevenson ran 
to other tellers’ cages. When the 
tellers dropped out of sight, he 
realized that an alarm had been 
sounded and started for the door. 
Customers, seeing the pistol, scur- 
ried in all directions. Six guards 
intercepted the robber before he

Chief Opposition Comes 


From New Republican 
Party — Higher Living,

DUBLIN, Jan, 24 (AP)—Flam- 
ing torches and impassioned 
Irish oratory are sweeping across 
Fire again in an election cam- 
paign which veteran. political ob- 
servers think*may end Eamon de 
Valera’s 16 years of power as 
Prime Minister. 

Shaken by defeat in two crucial 
by-elections last fall, De Valera 
called a’ general election for the 
Dail (parliament) Feb. 4, and 
é€ven ardent government support- 
ers privately concede there is a 


strong chance the ruling Fianna 
Fail party will lose its long-stand- 
ing parliamentary majority. 

Six parties are opposing the Fi- 
anna Fail, but the single outstand- 
ing issue in this campaign, is De 
Valera—the 65-year-old, American- 
born son of a Spanish father and 
Irish mother who led Ireland's 
revolt against British rule. 

Postwar Troubles Mount. 
Eire was shielded from the full 
effects of the war by De Valera’s 
roclamation of neutrality. But 
Surope’s postwar economic trou- 
bles have brought higher diving 
costs, industrfa! strikes for higher 
- ‘wages and an increasing emigra- 
tion of young Irish men and 
women. 

These postwar problems culmi- 
nated in Fianna Fail defeats last 
October and November in two of 
three by-elections. Before’ the 
elections, De Valera staked his 
government on their outcome, and 
announced he would call a gen- 
eral election if he lost any of 
the contested seats. 

Winner of the Dublin by-elec- 
tion was 44-year-old Sean Mac 
Bride, a colorful, dapper lawyer, 
who was a leader of the Irish Re- 
publican Army.: Founder of the 
new Clann Na Poblachta (repub- 
lican) party, Mac Bride is the 
chief threat of De Valera’s con- 
tinued supremacy. There were 
only two Poblachta members in 
the dissolved Dail, but the year-old 
party has been growing fast. 

Friends say. De Valera recog- 
mizes the danger of Mac Bride’s 
party and he has averaged four 
campaign speeches a day since 
Christmas. 

‘In a move which De Valera’s op- 
ponents called a bid for votes, the 
government abolished clothing ra- 
tioning, in effect since 1942. Price 
controls remain. Coal and peat 
rationing was lifted several weeks 
ago, leaving only tea, sugar and 
butter on Eire’s ration list. 

Neither Mac Bride’s Clann Na 
Poblachta nor. leaders of the Fine 
Gael, the chief opposition party, 
have any hope of ing a clear, 
single-party majority in the new 
Dail, which convenes Feb, 21. The 
combined cry of the opposition is 
“Stop De Valera,” with the inten- 
tion of forming’ a coalition gov- 
ernment. 

Communist Issue Raised, 

De. Valera’s principal vote ap- 
peal hag been a plea for continu- 
ation of “stable” Fianna Fail gov- 
ernment, holding up France “and 
Italy as examplés of uncertain 
coalition government. 

Other government -leaders have 
assailed the new Mac Bride party 
as “irresponsible,” and Sean Mac 
Entee, Minister of Local Govern- 
ment, raised a touchy issue in pre- 
‘dominantly Catholic Ireland by 
charging Clann Na Poblachta was 
Communist influenced. “Clann Na 
Poblachta is not a Communist or- 
ganization,” Mac Bride replied. 
“There is no Communist in the 
organization and no one who was 
a Communist.” 

If Fianna Fail loses its Dail ma- 
jority, Mac Bride is expected to be 
the new Prime Minister or to have 
a big say in his election.

Residents Boast Their Per Capita Consump-

Undér the statutes Mississippi 
is supposed to be liquor-proof, 
drier than the Sahara, with not 
even one oasis permitted. The fact 
is that the State of Mississippi 
flows with whisky and other 
strong spirits. Mississippians will 
tell you that their per capita con- 
sumption is about the heaviest in 
the country; heavier, they boast, 
than thirsty Texas; heavier, they 
insist, than fun-loving New Or- 
leans and the rest of Louisiana. 

Recognizing that Mississippians 
do sell, buy and drink liquor re- 
gardless of the laws, the state col- 
lects a 10 per cent black market 
tax from bootleggers, including 
more than 1500 retailers. The same 
county sheriff who is supposed to 
enforce’ prohibition is charged 
with collecting (legally, that is) 


he does—without even arresting 
the bootlegger. 
Extra Revenue Wanted. 

Thus, the curious situation in 
Ole Miss is .that thousands of 
drink dispensers operate freely in 
violation of the dry laws and get 
into trouble only if they fai) to 
split their black-market -income 
with the State Treasury. This par- 
adox is satisfactory alike to the 
bootleggers and to professional 
prohibitionists, but is exasperat- 
ing to those who would prefer to 
legalize the liquor traffic and ob- 
tain additional revenues to expand 
Mississippi's school sytsem, in- 
crease teachers’ salaries, and fi- 
nance other urgently needed im- 
provements. They say that law 
enforcement in Mississippi has 
been polluted by bootleg graft and 
that the per capita consumption is 
higher than in states where liquor | ® 
is legal. 

“Mississipians don’t drink by 
the drink they drink by the 
bottle,” this correspondent was 
told. “When we open a bottle we 
finish it.” 

Forty miles away from Jackson, 
the state capitol, is the historic 
city of Vicksburg, on the Missis- 
sippi river, There the city fathers 
have boldly adopted an ordinance 
Gecer ante wholesale and retail 

uor sales, in package stores and 
basveliené, each wholesaler and re- 
tailer being taxed $100 a month, 
This brings in $7,000 monthly, in- 
dicating that Vicksburg has at 
least 70 dealers operating openly.

Drink But Vote Dry. 
“Invite the 189 members of the 
Legislature to a cocktail party and 
only 12 will refuse to drink,” this 
correspondent was informed by 
one who should know, “But the 
majority will vote dry; they have 
in years past, because they believe 
their constituents in the back- 
woods like the idea of prohibi- 


tion,” 

Liquor in Vicksburg is the 
cheapest in “dry” Mississippi, 
cheaper even than down in “wet” 
New Orleans, Residents of upper 
Louisiana countries, which have 
voted prohibition under local op- 
tion, do their liquor shopping in 
Vicksburg. Prices in Jackson are 
not much higher; $5.25 a fifth for 
bonded Bourbon; $39 a case for 
Seagram's 7-Crown delivered to 
any home in Jackson. 

Among the cities which have 
turned their backs on state pro- 
hibition and authorized sales 
within their own . boundaries, 
Vicksburg is cited as the exem- 
plar. There, one is assured, the 
business is conducted on the level, 
the local taxes are duly paid, no 
dirty money passes Detween the 
bootleggers and the police. 

One of the problems of bootleg- 
gers, aside from collectors of all 
sorts, is that there is no property 
right vested in liquor owned in 
Mississippi, since it ig illegal to 
possess said liquor. In Jackson, a 
thief got away with a trailer 
loaded with 300 cases of liquor, 
but he made the mistake of cross- 
ing the state line with his pre- 
cious cargo, and he was convicted

The state prohibition law dates 
back to 1890.

To succeed with more sensitive 
plants, the humidity should be in- 
creased as much as possible. Evap- 
orating pans on radiators are help- 
ful, although it has been estimated 
that at least gallon of water per 
day is needed for each room. The

most plants. 
Grateful for Shower. 
An easy way o* increasing the 


ij} humidity about the leaves is to 
‘| stand pots on metal trays filled 


with pebbles or gravel, or toeplace 
individual pots in sauces filled 
with pebbles. Water should be 
added as needed, keeping the level 
low enough so that pots do not 
actually stand in the water. Most 
plants will also be grateful for a 
daily shower bath. Those with 
fuzzy leaves, like African violets 
and gloxinias, are touchy about 
having water on their foliage. 

House plants will be happier 
(and scarce fuels will be con- 


served) if rooms are kept several 


degrees cooler, for dry air is more 
endurable at low temperatures. 
Cyclamen, which were such fa- 
vorites in grandma’s day, have 
lost popularity because they do 
not thrive in overheated houses. 
These handsome plants will bloom 
for many weeks, however, if they 
are kept in a sunroom at temper- 
atures ranging from 45 to 60 de- 
grees. Primulas and hardy bulbs 
also prefer low temperatures, and 
will last longer if grown in cool 
rooms, | 


Even tropical plants like the | 
poinsettia grow best at a tempera- | 


ture of about 65 degrees. Philo- 
dendron, grape ivy and various 
types of succulents also prefer 


cool rooms, but they will tolerate | 
a temperature of 75 degrees or | 


even higher. Others that can take 


torrid heat are the.crotons, Pan- @: 
damus, Dieffenbachia, and coleus. |

without much sun. Most foliage | 


plants, such as ivy, ferns, Chinese 
evergreens, and peperomia can 
be grown in north windows, Fid- 
dle-leaf fig, aspidistra, snake plant 
and some of the philodendrons 
will get along tolerably well in a 
dark corner. 

The watering and feeding of 
house plants also requires good 
judgment. .The commonest mis- 
take is to water too frequently 
and in’ too small amounts. Al- 
though plants must never be al- 
lowed to wilt, it is best to wait 
until the soil feels dry, but not 
hard, before watering them. A 
generous quantity should be given 
at each application, so that the 
water can penetrate to the very 
bottom of the pot. 

Overwatering Bad. 

Callas, cinerarias, ferns, umbrel- 
la plants and bulbs enjoy moisture 
about their roots, and cyclamen 
may thrive if the pot is kept in 
a saucer of water. Most other 
plants cannot endure soggy soil, 
and overwatering will make 
leaves turn yellow and may even 
cause root or stem rot,

The commission has come to 
two conclusions on the quail sit- 
uation: 

1. Restocking is practically 
valueless. 

2. The multiflora rose plant is 
the answer to the cover problem. 

In taking a stand against re-,| 
stocking, the commission is in 
opposition to the projects of many 
sportsman organizations, some in 
St. Louis. The Missouri Quail 
Hunters, Inc., which has head- 
quarters here, has conducted con- 
tinuing experiments in restocking 
at its farm at Wright City, Mo. 

Pressure for Pen Rearing. 

This week the commission, in 
calling attention to a restocking 
study made in Pennsylvania, ad- 
mitted that the pressure is heavy 
upon it for the pen-rearing and 
release of quail. 

In the Pennsylvania project, 
native quail from Missouri and 
West Yirginia were used along 
with the state’s own stock, which 
were trapped at the same time.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24. 
TOP Government economist 
says the “most dangerous” 
development of the days is a 
little-noticed figure in the recent 
report of the President's Council 
of Economic Advisers. 

This figure indicates that in 
1947, Americans as a whole cut 
their savings operations by $8,600,- 
000,000 under 1946. 

In fact, says this economist, 
many less fortunate Americans 
actually had to dig into past sav- 
ings to meet running expenses. 
Others merely saved less.

figure was computed:

The Bullrings Are 
Facing Hard Times 


By Robert F. Allen 


MEXICO CITY, Jan. 24 

ESSIMISTS say it is the beginning of the end for Mexico's 

national sport. The bullfighting season, now well advanced, 

is facing three critical problems: inflation, competition 
and the hoof and mouth disease. First class matadors are 
getting 100,000 pesos ($20,- 
000) and more for an after- 
noon’s work, with expenses, 
taxes and assistants paid. At 
a recent fight, Plaza Mexico, 
with 40,000 of its 50,000 seats 
occupied, lost 50,000 pesos 
($10,000). When less expen- 
sive matadors were billed, 
the Plaza had many empty 
seats. The old bullring El 
Toreo, seating 25,000, has 
been rebuilt and competition 
between the two big Mexico 
City rings may mean eco- 
nomic ruin, When El] Toreo 
presented the popular Carlos 


off its scheduled show. Hoof 
and mouth disease threatens 
Mexico's strains of fighting 
bulls. No more breeding 
animals can be imported 
from Spain because of the 
disease there. If Mexico's 
bulls are infected, a cen- 
tury’s breeding will be lost. 
Experts say the animals 
never could be _ replaced. 
However, the remoteness of 
the bull ranches, excellent 
care and what appears to be 
a natural resistance among 
toros de lidia (the fighting 
bulls) has kept infection far 
below average. Breeders are 
worried, but hopeful. De- 
spite the pessimists, the 
ancient and traditional spec- 
tacle has survived many 
other such crises in its 500 
or more years of develop- 
ment. So long as the bulls are brave and the matadors skilled, 
there ig little chance the billion-peso Mexican bullfight industry 
will collapse. You don’t need Latin blood to like bullfighting, 
but you do need to know something about it. First-timers at 
bullrings, particularly United States tourists, let themselves in 
for great disappointment by disregarding this simple maxim.

@ WHAT DO THESE ENTHUSIASTS SEE? The formal 
“Corrida de Toros” begins and ends with the fighting bull, direct 
descendant of the savage animals that roamed the Spanish 
peninsula centuries ago. The five-year-old that charges into 
the ring has been selected through years of breeding at one of 
Mexico’s 60-odd bull ranches for one particular quality—bravery 
in the face of odds. He is sleek, strong and fast. Despite his 
weight (the minimum is 935 pounds), he has catlike agility and 
a fencer’s accuracy with his horns. From a dead start he can 
outrun a race horse for short distances. With his powerful neck 
muscles he can toss a horse into the air like an empty sack.

@ THE CROWD, THE MATADORS and their cuadrillas (as- 
sistants) are intent on the bull’s movements as he is incited to 
charge by capes waved from the barriers. This is when he 
searns to Charge the capes, not the man holding them. Within 
15 minutes the matador must kill with a sword thrust from in 
front of the bull, delivered over the horns at a small point 
between the shoulders, the unprotected path to the heart. All 
that follows in the ring, the cape work, the steel-tipped lances 
of the picadors, the barbed shafts placed by the banderilleros 
and the final passes with the muleta (a red cloth fastened to a 
stick) contribute to slowing the bull and lowering his head for 
the culminating sword thrust. After the bull has been run a 
few times alone, one of the cuadrilla will entice him across the 
ring zig-zag with a trailing cape to see if he favors one horn 
over the other or if he charges straight. These are life and 
death matters to the matador. These preliminaries over, the 
matador himself comes out for a series of passes with the cape.

@ WHEN WITH EACH PASS THE MAN and beast appear a 
single compact unit, the bull charging with fury, the matador 
guiding him with ballet-like rhythm, poise and control, the 
crowd chanting “ole” in unison, you are seeing one of the great 
moments of bullfighting. But the bullfight develops quickly. 
Now the picadors, mounted on padded horses, are in the ring. 
The bull is incited to charge while the picador attempts to hold 
him off with a metal-tipped lance imbedded well back on the 
animal’s powerful neck. To draw applause the picador must 
place his lance properly, tiring the neck and correcting any 
tendency to hook. The second act is placing of the banderillas, 
colorful tinseled barbed sticks. Three pairs are usually inserted 
at the base of the bull’s neck, The banderillero attracts the 
bull’s attention from a distance, holding the sticks high in the 
air. He begins a slow approach at an angle, breaking into a 
run as the bull rushes to cut him off. en the bull drops his 
head to gore, the banderillero skirts in front, wheels, and with 
feet together places his pair.

Banderillas in, drums and trumpets announce the 
final act and the matador begins his passes with tho 
muleta. The sword, always held in the right hand, fre- 
quently is used to spread the muleta into a larger target. 
Each of the wide variety of passes has its name. The 
fundamental is the “natural,” a difficult left-handed

@ GORINGS ARE NO PART of bullfighting. They destroy its 
rhythmic routine and turn the arena into an unorganized rush 
of men and flapping capes. When a matador is tossed the 
constant danger is realized. Otherwise the style and ease of 
performance make it look safe and simple. The kill, once the 
whole aim of bullfighting, now is losing its importance to the 
cape and muleta. Because of the great danger of killing with 
perfect form in the classic manner, consistently great killers are 
rare in modern bullrings. The matador’s prized reward for a 
great performance is an ear, both ears, the ears and the tail or, 
for absolute perfection, a hoof. Such is a bullfight.

“It doesn’t matter whether I win . 


or lose,” says Mrs. Froemming, 
‘if I can project what I believe in 
to those who need it. I’m not 
hell-bent on winning.” . 

What Mrs, Froemming believes 
is a trifle hard to pin down, be- 
cause not only is she a woman 
whq does things, but also makes 
things, collects things and studies 
things. She can’t remember when 
she has missed a semester at 
night school and she has studied 


so many different subjects that. 


her teachers alone could give her 
a pretty sizable vote. If she 
could bring in her classmates it 
might even swing the election. 

But among other things that 
Mrs. Froemming believes—it’s all 
a case of understanding and lov- 
ing people enough—is that “We've 
got to concede the humanness in 
everyone. Food, clothing, sympa-

“As my grandfather used to say, 
‘When there is a righteous heart 
there is beauty of character. When 
there is beauty of character there 
is harmony in the home.

Mrs. Froemming brought down 
from a shelf of bric-a-brac a fret- 
work frame surrounding a picture 
of a man with a stern eye and 
a long beard.

Mrs. Froemming leans heavily 
toward statuary and in the back 
living room is a life-size bas relief 
of a cherub; a group in which a 
Grecian maiden of pink marble 
plays the pipes to a listening 
bronze faun, flanked by a couple 
of Grecian urns which Mrs: 
Froemming glued to the mantel 
because they were always getting 
knocked off, and a life-size bust 
of Apollo around whose neck had 
been rather raffishly draped a 
blue paper lei. 

The house is reached by a 
glassed-in porch around which one 
may find, among other things, a 
starfish, wooden swords, pine 
cones, Mexican hats, sea ghells, 
palm leaves, a huge white cage 
containing a bright ted papier- 
mache parrot, Mexican gourds in 
gay colors, coconut shells, pieces 
of pottery, some seaweed, some 
pampas grass and a plaster statue 
of a reclining cow with a blue 
lei around its neck. 

In the midst of all this moves 
Mrs. Froemming in a black sateen 
slack suit and the air of a person 
who has created an environment 
which vibrates in harmony with 
her personality. At 50, she is 
blond, tall, friendly and possessed 
with a sort of girlish enthusiasm 
and interest in everything. 

“My chief pleasure,” she says, 
“is acquiring knowledge. It keeps 
you from getting stagnant; makes 
you a more useful person in the 
world. Knowledge is power. I 
don’t know who said that, but I 
know it’s true.” 

Mrs. Froemming’s decision to 
run for mayor is not exactly a sud- 
den one. As a matter of fact she 
had thought for years of running 
for office. “But it was Congress 
I had in mind,” she says. 

She approaches the campaign 
for mayor—if it can be called a 
campaign — with the same confi- 
dent enthusiasm with which she 
approaches everything else. It was 
this quality which sent her to 
New York, back in 1919, to join 
the Red Cross and wind up, in- 
stead, in the Ziegfeld Follies. 

To go back a little further, she 
was born in Minneapolis. When 
she was one year old, her father 
died and her mother brought her 
to Milwaukee to live with her 
grandparents and four uncles, all 
from Germany. She writes and 
speaks German fluently. She left 
high school before graduation — 
but she made up her credits later 
in night school—to go to the Wis- 
consin Conservatory of Music.

In the Country 
Sausage and Bacon, 
Possum Trot Style 


By Leonard Hall 


HERE are almost as many ways of handling meat on the 
T farm as there are farmers who butcher their own pigs. 
the one which suits us. 


I'm not setting down ours as the best method, but merely as 

Certainly our old friends George and 
Gerti, who used to help us 
with our meat processing at 
the first Possum Trot, would - 
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SLLOUIS POST-DISPAILA | 
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say that we miss many of : 


the finer delicacies, Their 
butchering included the 
making of blood-sausage and 
summer sausage and met-. 
wurst, all well seasoned with 
garlic and stuffed into cas- 
ings and smoked. Other 
folks make headcheese and 
scrapple and salt their hams 
and bacon down in dry salt 
to be used without smoking. 
Pickled pigs feet are a fine 
dish provided the family is 
big enough and enough pigs 
are killed at one time to 
make the pickling process 
1 worth the considerable ef: 
fort, But when your family 
is ag small as ours and you 
generally butcher and process one hog at a time, I rather doubt 
that the work entailed in making all these by-products is worta 
while. Moreover, we are interested mainly in securing the 
maximum in smoked hams, shoulders and sides of bacon, in 
fresh pork sausage, in enough lard to run our household for the 
year and in fresh cuts such as loin roasts to be frozen in the 
locker. This should be kept in mind, as I outline the method 
we use in “working up” our meat. 
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First of all, the head is removed behind the jowls. 
and the carcass is split straight down the backbone with 
a saw—a good clean carpenter's saw being entirely satis- 
factory for this operation. The two complete sides are 
then laid out on a table for blocking out and trimming. 
The cutting-up process ts easier if the meat is well- 
chilled although, as I said the other day, a sero night 
may chill it to the point where it can’t be worked up 


without warming. 
x * * 


@ WE USE A BIG PICNIC TABLE for the cutting-up process 
and on this set three or four large white enamel! trays such as 
are used in a photographer's darkroom. These are handy for 
holding the various cuts of meat and are extremely easy to 
keep clean. First step now is to remove the leaf lard which Is 
the choice layer adhering to the inside of the ribs. “This is cut 
free from the rib-ends and then pulled out; if the hog is very 
fat, this can be set aside for separate rendering, although we 
put it in with the rest of the lard. 


Next the tenderloin is stripped out and set aside. When 
this has been done, we are ready to block out the hams and 
shoulders as soon as the feet have been removed. We generally 
do this in two cuts so that there are feet and hocks, the latter 
being put in the brine to cure mildly and eventually used to 
flavor sauerkraut or boiled beans. The shoulder is taken off 
at the third rib and the ham is cut according to preference; 
being either short or long. These are now set aside for trim- 
ming. 
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@ WE GENERALLY cut the loin into pork roasts, three to a 
side being a convenient size for our family. This is done by 
sawing across the entire side of ribs and then cutting through 
the backbone. The back fat, which makes a good part of the 
Jard, is now removed from the loin cuts with a quarter inch of 
fat left on the Join. Next the spareribs are removed from the 
bacon strip, with care being taken to trim them fairly close, and 
the side of bacon is squared up to the proper proportions, Hams 
‘and shoulders are now shaped up for curing, with the trimmings 
set aside for lard or sausage. We also remove the jowls from 
the head to be given'a mild cure and then smoked for later use. 


After these steps have been completed, all scraps of lean 
meat are cut up into convenient size for grinding into sausage; 
it is seldom necessary to add fat to the sausage meat, since 
plenty will adhere to the pieces which are cut up for this pur- 
pose. The back fat is cut into thin strips for convenience in 
taking off the skin—and here again a sharp, thin-bladed knife 
is important. All of the fat is put into one container after 
being cut into smal! cubes, with care being taken to remove all 


lean meat. 
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When these steps have been completed, we have the 
hams, shoulders, jowls, hocks and sides of bacon ready 
to go into the cure. Tenderloins, spareribs and neck 
bones are set aside for fairly immediate use, Loin 
roasts are ready for the freezer. Fat is in one con- 
tainer ready for rendering and sausage in another for 
grinding. We sugar cure our pork in brine, using the 
standard Government formula of eight pounds salt, two 
pounds brown sugar and two ounces saltpeter to 100 
pounds of meat, When the cure is completed—and it 
takes a different length of time for various cuts, the 


meat is washed lightly, strung and hickory smoked for 
two to three days—or longer if it is to be kept for 
several months, Our smokehouse hasn’t been built, so 
the smoking is done in an iron barrel set above a stone 
fireplace; a method which we have found entirely satis- 
factory. 
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@ LEAF LARD, BACK FAT and fat trimmings can be ren- 
dered together; but the caul and ruffle fat from the internal 
organs should be carefully washed, chilled thoroughly and ren- 
dered separately. Rendering is done outdoors in the big iron 
kettle, with a pint or so of water to keep the fat from aticking 
‘as the boiling starts. A fire that just keeps the kettle boiling is 
best and constant atirring is advisable. Gradually the bits of 
fat or cracklings will turn brown and float—and thorough boil- 
ing is advisable to remove the moisture and insure good keeping 
quality in the lard. After rendering, it should cool slightly 
before being dipped into containers for storage. 
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@ WE FLAVOR OUR SAUSAGE MILDLY with salt, pepper, 
sage, thyme and marjorem. If some of it is to be processed for 
future use, the sage should be left out, as it will become bitter in 
time. Processed sausage is oven-cooked until] brown, packed in 
jars and covered with the melted drippings. The jars are then 
sealed and processed. One other delicacy which we enjoy is « 
pork liver paste, also made from a Government recipe. It is 
flavored with pork fat, pepper, cloves, onion, bread-crumbs and 
egg and after processing will keep for a full year. Everyone 
who has tried this says that it compares favorably with the 
best pate de foils gras. And thus, with a. minimum of opera- 
tions, we make fairly full use of our pig.

The Murder of the Pretty Anthro- 
pology Student on an Apache Res- 


ervation Remained Unsolved Until a 
Smart Federal Agent Used Tactics 
of the Medicine Men to Trap Killer 


By Edward Radin 


T is roughly 2000 miles from 

the campus of Columbia Uni- 

versity, in New York City, to 
the Whiteriver Apache Indian 
Reservation, in Navajo county, 
Arizona, 

Planes make the flight in half 
a day, trains take about three 
days, but it is a trip backward 
into time, where the customs of 
untold generations remain un- 
changed. 


It was here that a Twentieth 
Century detective used age-old 
traditions to solve the murder of 
a beautiful co-ed, a strange and 
dramatic story that now can be 
told in full. 


On June 20, 1931, pretty 23-year- 
old Henrietta Schmerler, honor 
graduate student in anthropology, 
left Columbia’s classrooms for the 
Whiteriver reservation, having 
been chosen to spend the summer 
studying the habits and customs of 
the primitive Apache women and 
children. 


Henrietta, however, had other 
ideas and three days later she 
crisply outlined them to Reserva- 
tion Superintendent William Don- 
ner. 


She said that she did not want 
to be restricted in her studies and 
turned down all suggestions that 
she live with the white school- 
teachers who taught at the reser- 
vation. She explained that she 
planned to learn something real 
about the Indians by living with 
them, 


T° e superintendent cautioned 
her to be careful and warned that 
her plan*was dangerous, but the 
honor co-ed brushed aside his sug- 
gestions, 

She became a familiar figure as 
she raced about the vast reserva- 
tion on borrowed Indian ponies, 
dressed in the brightly colored 
clothes and carrying the beaded 
bags worn by Apache women. 

In addition to poking her pretty 


head into the lives of Indian 
women and children, Henrietta 
also began to investigate the cus- 
toms of Apache men. She made 
voluminous notes which she tran- 
scribed in her lonely cabin late 
at night. 


_ If the poker-faced Apaches, de- 
scendants of the unyielding Ger- 
onimo, resented her probings into 
their private lives they gave no 
outward signs, although on two 
occasions indignation did burst 
out, 

The first occurred when Henri- 
etta shattered Apache tradition by 
secreting herself in the woods to 
witness their annual Dance of 
Death, a strictly masculine affair, 
at which all women are forbid- 


den, 
H the shadows cast by flickering 

wood fires, the co-ed became 
the first white woman to watch 
the awesome gyrations of the 
painted male dancers in their 
weird costumes. 


She became so Intent on watch- 
ing the dancers that she crept 
closer to the fires and was dis- 
covered by a group of dogs. Al- 
though the men at the dance said 
nothing directly to her, her action 
provoked anger throughout the 
reservation, 


The second incident taught 
Henrietta that all women are the 
same when it comes to jealousy. 


An Apache dance was to be 
held at Canyon Day and Henri- 
etta asked a married Indian neigh- 
bor if he would take her. 


The Indian’s squaw forbade him 
to take the white woman and in- 
formed the startled co-ed that it 
wasn’t proper to invite a married 
man to take her to the dance. 
She refused to be mollified even 
after Henrietta explained that she 
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IDDEN in the bushes beyond 
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“IT’S REALLY A SWELL CAR. JUST ASK ANY MECHANIC

Henrietta was last seen alive at 
7 p.m. on Saturday, July 18, the 
night of the dance at Canyon Day. 
She was standing in front of her 
cabin talking to a young Indian 
who was on horseback. 


On Monday, July 20, Jack 
Keyes, an Apache living nearby, 
recalled that he hadn’t seen the 
pretty white girl for several days 
and went to her cabin to investi- 
gate. He found the front door 
ajar and the lock broken, 


All of Henrietta’s carefully com- 
Piled notes were smudged and 
thrown about, a bottle of ink was 
overturned and the contents of a 
chest had been emptied. 


Worried, Keyes set out for help 
and spoke to Jesus Velasquez, a 
former Army scout who had mar- 
ried an Apache woman and lived 
on the reservation,

HE two men notified Superin- 

tendent Donner and the latter 

organized an immediate 
search, For three days no trace of 
the missing co-ed was found and 
then Velasquez found a broken 
flashlight and a beaded bag that 
had belonged to her. 


He also noticed buzzards cir- 
cling in the sky. He hastened to 
Fort Apache and returned with a 
searching party. They found’a 
strip: of a yellow dress belonging 
to Miss Schmerler caught on 
a barbed-wire fence. Hidden in 
the brush 100 feet away was the 
body of Henrietta. She had been 
murdered. 

The killer had almost severed 
her neck with a knife and had 
broken her nose and knocked out 
several front teeth in a savage 
attack. Doctors estimated that 
she had died on Saturday night, 
the night of the Canyon Day 
dance. 

Since murder on an Indian res- 
ervation is a federal matter, the 
United States Attorney’s Office 
and the FBI swung into action. 
Thirty Indians and white men 
were rounded up by Superintend- 
ent Donner and taken to Fort 
Apache for questioning, and sev- 
eral were held as suspects. 


These included the jealous 
Squaw and her husband; Chief 
Keyes, who was a frequent caller 
at Henrietta’s cabin, and the In- 
dian youth who had talked to her 
at 7 p.m. 


When an elderly Indian named 


Samuel Seymour was overheard 
telling others not to talk, he also 
was taken into custody. A court 
of inquiry was held but little in- 
formation was obtained and after 
several weeks everybody was re- 
leased, 


None of the Apaches would ad- 
mit any knowledge of the murder. 
It was definitely established that 
Henrietta never appeared at the 
Canyon day dance, 


The young Indian who had 
spcken to her at 7 p.m. had an 
airtight alibi for his movements 
after he left her. The jealous 
wife and her husband also were 
able to account for their time. 
Seymour was cleared and when 
asked why he had warned others 
not to talk, pointed out that it 
was an Apache custom not to talk 
to white men, especially officers 
of the law. 


One month after the murder, 
while an annual]! fair and roundup 
was in progress at the reservation, 
FBI Agent J. A. Street, crack in- 


_ jong shimmering streamers 


vestigator of Indian affairs for 
J. Edgar Hoover, arrived at Fort 
Apache to take over the case, 

After conferring with the reser- 
vation superintendent, Street in- 
terviewed Velasquez. He reasoned 
that the co-ed probably had start- 
ed for the dance even though she 
had failed to get an Indian escort. 
Working along the trails she 
would have taken to Canyon Day, 
the keen-eyed FBI Agent found 
signs in the sunbaked earth that 
had escaped others -- broken 
branches and hoof marks. 

At one gpot he uncovered a 
fountain pen that belonged to 
Henrietta. It had been stepped 
on by a horse. This was on a 
short-cut path to Canyon Day. 

These signs told Street a story. 
Tt showed him that the murdered 
girl had been accompanied by a 
horseman and revealed where they 
had stopped and where a struggle 


took place. 
. * * 
S used, Street was certain that 
she had been accompanied by 
an Apache from tle reservation. 

The special investigator was 
puzzled by Seymour’s actions. 

“There’s no reason why he 
should warn others not to talk,” 
he told Donner. “Apaches know 
their code well enough.” 

Street checked Seymour's family 
and found he had a married son, 
Golney, who was away on a round- 
up. The sleuth obtained a list of 
those who were present when Sey- 
mour issued his warning not to 
talk, 

One was Robert Gatewood, Sey- 
mour’s son-in-law. Gatewood ap- 
peared nervous when questioned 
through an Apache interpreter. 
Sensing that the suspect was hold- 
ing back information, Street had 
him placed in a cell and asked 
Velasquez to talk to him, The 
troubled prisoner told Velasquez 
that Golney Seymour had admit- 
ted the murder to him. 

When Golney returned from the 
roundup he was arrested, but 
Street knew that without 4 con- 
fession he had no Case. 4 

The FBI agents decided to\uti- 
lize the ancient Indian custom of 
the Medicine Man. From / the 
little information Gatewood had 
given him, Street reconstructed an 
accurate picture of the night of 
the crime for Golney in the same 
way the medicine men of the tribe 
read secrets. 

The superstitious Golney broke 
and admitted the murder. He was 
convicted and sentenced to life 
imprisonment, 

Happily married and the father 
of a newborn child, he refused to 
reveal the motive for the s‘aying, 
although it is believed he was one 
of the men who took part in the 
Dance of Death the night Henri- 
etta defied tradition and watched 
the ritual, a prophetic dance of 
death for her.

f 3 HE advertising fraternity, «a 


high-strung group whose brains 

work three ways like cdid 
tablets, has been exhibiting un- 
usual mental] activity recently. 
Even at normal speed an ad man’s 
mind operates around the genius 
level and when he is deeply 
stirred, his mind shoots out 
sparks like the Aurora ——

thought in four colors, It’s an im- 
pressive and terrifying sight to see 
an ad man thinking hard. 

Some authorities are of the be- 
lief that unusual mental activity 
in ad men is caused by sun spots; 
others, including Professor - J. 
Halder Phelps of Oconomowoc 
University, think it’s the other 
way around, The ad men, he says, 
cause sun spots by thinking too 
hard. In fact, the Professor thinks 
we could pretty well harness the 
sun by controlling the intellectual 
efforts of the advertising industry. 
But, of course, no one has ever 
succeeded in harnessing an ad 
man’s mind.

At any rate, whether caused 
by sun spots or martinis, the 
intellectual ferment among ad 
men lately has been consider- 
able and I have here a little 
file of the brighter sparks gen- 
erated by this high-powered ac- 
tivity. Here’s one from Austin, 
Texas. When Lux Theater pre- 
sented “Nobody Lives Forever,” 
a representative of a funeral 
parior in Austin hurried over to 
the local station to purchase 
spot announcements following 
and preceding the show. 
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AN AD AGENCY is preparing 
a radio show for a company that 
makes hearing aids. This pre- 
sented what might be described as 
the ultimate problem in radio ad- 
vertising. In the last 27 years, the 
ad men have just about licked the 
problem of how to make a man, 
who can hear, listen to something 
he doesn’t want to hear. But to 
make a man listen to something 


he can’t hear, well, sir, that is a 
dilemma your real ad man likes 
to grapple with. Here’s how they 
solved it. The commercials will 
be aimed at friends of the deaf 
who will be urged to send in the 
names of the afflicted. Informa- 
tion about the hearing aid will be 
mailed to these people. If you 
think you can escape radio com- 
mercials simply because you can’t 
hear, you're crazy. 
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HERE IS A NOVEL idea 
plucked from “Radio Daily.” In 
South Bend, Ind., there’s a proe- 
gram called “Wash On the Air” 
which features—and I quote—“a 
dramatization of the Bendix wash- 
ing machine.” So far as I know 
this is the first time the life of a 
bit of machinery has been drama- 
tized. We have heard plenty about 
the lives of Lassie and Silver and 
even a talking Siamese cat, but, 
up to now, we knew nothing of 
the home life of a Bendix. 
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It'll be a difficult thing te 
dramatize. Drama, whether it's 
Hamlet or Jack Benny, revolves 
around the flaws in a man’s 
character or personality, But a 
Bendix is not supposed to have 
any flaws in either of those de- 
partments. The gleaming per- 
fection of a Bendix might grip 
an audience for the first week or 
so but after that the housewives 
are going to become restive, 
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“DOESN’T ANYTHING ever 
happen to this machine,” they are 
going to mutter and turn over to 
“Stella Dallas” to whom virtually 
everything happens. If this Ben- 
dix wants to stay in radio any 
length of time, it’ll have to develop 
a few imperfections. Small, lov- 
able imperfections like Jack Ben- 
ny’s tight-fistedness or Dennis 
Day’s gullibility. A bolt that per- 
sistently loosens itself (but is eas- 
fly tightened, of course). Possibly 
a faint but perceptible cough’ in 
the motor. 

A really interesting Bendix char- 
acter would be one that had a 
mental block against purple shirts 
and ground them to ribbons. But 
I don’t suppose the Bendix people 
would like that.

Poetics of 
Stravinsky

HE poetics of music as under- 
T stood by Igor Stravinsky is 
concerned with the making of 
music from the raw materials 
provided by nature. Stravinsky de- 
livered six lectures on the sub- 
ject at Harvard University and 
those lectaures are now available 
in an English translation pub- 
lished by the Harvard University 
Press. 

To say that this little book is 
more stimulating than instructive 
is not to underrate its pedagogical 
value. It merely places the em- 
phasis, where it belongs, on the 
author's intellectual verve, which 
arouses admiration even in its in-. 
tended victims. One purpose of 
his lectures was to “clear mp mak 
ters that are distorted or betrayed 
by the ignorance and malevolence 
that one always finds united by 
some mysterious bond in most of 
the judgments that are passed 
upon the x 

One “distortion” has to do with 
Stravinsky’s status as a revolu- 
tionary. Stravinsky denies cate- 
gorically that he is now promoting 
or has ever promoted a revolu- 
tion in the sense of disrupting 
established musical values. He is 
an innovator and he exercises 
daring, so that it is possible to 
say that some of his compositions 
have a novelty of language. But 
they come within the classic pur- 
poses of music, which is to pro- 
mote “union between man and his 
fellow-man with the Supreme Be- 


ing.” 
ek 

THIS 1S RATHER genera! but 
it is easy to see that Stravinsky 
feels, and rightly, that his music 
continues a process and doesn’t 
create a new one, Art is by es- 
sence constructive, he says, and 
not a bringer of chaos. So the 
word revolutionary is out of place 
when applied to any musical 
phenomenon that is not provably 
abortive and subversive. 

He does not make the direct 
connection himself, but taking one 
thing with another in his text it 
is possible to believe that he re- 
gards Wagner and the Wagnerian 
style as “revolutionary” in the 
ugly sense. The application of 
Wagner's theories (the synthesis 
of the arts) inflicted a terrible 
blow upon music, in his opinion. 
Wagner's conception of “endless 
melody” is an “insult to the dig- 
nity and the very function of mel- 
ody which, as we have said, is 
the musical intonation of a Ca- 
denced phrase. Under the in- 
fluence of Wagner the laws that

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The Chinese Are Marvelous Cooks 
Here Are Some of Their Dishes That Can Be Prepared in Your Own Kitchen

O the American woman, Chi- 
T nese cooking ‘means chop suey, 

which really isn’t a native 
Chinese dish at all. It was tossed 
together by a Chinese cook for 
the hungry hordes of gold-seekers 
on the West eee ey hee 
ears , cau on, and spr 
+n co the United States. The 
Chinese are the world’s oldest 
civilized eaters but their won- 
derful dishes are hardly known 
outside of the fine Chinese restau- 
rants of New York, San Fran- 
cisco, Los Angeles, Portland and 
Seattle. 

The principles of Chinese cul- 
sine date back to Confucius. In 
the intervening a tg the Chinese 
came to know things our modern 
dietitians are just finding out, 
among others that vegetables 
should be cooked in small amounts 
of water for the shortest possible 
time. Their dishes are marvels of 
simplicity and delicacy, yet nu- 
tritionally sound. In these days 
most of the ingredients for Chi- 
nese cookery can be found in 
American stores. 
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IT I8 EASY to prepare an ex- 
cellent Chinese dinner right in 
your own kitchen, and for an ap- 
petizer you will want egg roll. 
To make: 

Beat up a half a — of water 
with one and one-half eggs, a 
half teaspoon of salt and a half 
a cup of sifted flour. Get your 
mixture smooth. Grease a small 
pan and pour in enough batter 
to make a THIN layer. Cook on 
one side over a moderate flame. 
Remove and cool. the re- 
mainder of the cakes. k a ta- 
blespoon of carrots and a like 
amount of celery, both finely 
shredded, for five minutes in boil- 
ing water. 

Cool, add a tablespoon o7 
chopped green onion. Mix that 
with one-half cup of chopped pork, 
ham or chicken, a half a cup of 
cooked shrimps, a teaspoon of 
salt and a dash of pepper.

Cut the eggs in shreds, 
add a good-sized can of mush- 
rooms and two tablespoons of 
chopped onion. Cook for five min- 
utes. Add four cups of cooked, 
cold rice, two tablespoons of soy 
sauce, one-half teaspoon of sugar. 
Mix and heat well. 

The Chinese are the greatest 
rice boilers in the world. Here is 
how they do it: 

Take a cup of rice and wash it 
in five or six waters, rubbing be- 
tween the hands to get at every 
grain. Put in one and one-half 
cups of cold water, place over a 
moderate flame and bring to a 
vigorous boil, When it steams and 
foams, turn down the flame and 
cook until tender. It will take 
about 20 minutes. The water

You do not say that you and 
your brother have given any 
regular support to your mother 


since your father’s death, I do 
not see why this responsibility 
should rest solely on your sister 
and her husband, Such a matter 
should be taken care of equally by 
all the children, I would suggest 
you and your brother go to your 
sister and pay her a proper share 
of the debt that has been in- 
curred in caring for your mother 
and young sister since the father’s 
death. Once this is straightened 
out, have a more business-like ar- 
rangement. See to it that the 
child has the amount of spending 
money proper to her age, that the 
rest be put away each month to 
pay for education, clothing and 
the like. Determine what it costs 
to support your mother and sister, 
in addition to the insurance 
money received. You three chil- 
dren can then provide equally for 
their support. Make them under- 
stand they must live within this 
amount and that you will not be 
responsible for any further debts 
incurred, With a 12-year-old child 
to care for, I do not think it 
would be wise for your mother to 
work, unless she can get a part- 
time job during school hours.

Experimental Theater 
Should Experiment

NEW YORK, Jan. 24. 
NE of the ways to get a lot more credit than one’s due is to 
put on a play so bad that it is ridiculous and then follow it 
with another which, while also pretty bad, isn’t as bad as the 


other and hence will be greeted by the reviewers as something rela- 


tively hotsy-totsy, Since readers are apt to overlook the fact that the 
praise is merely comparative, they will take it as wholly deserved, 
and the playwright, who, if he hadn't produced the first chokeberry 
would have been raked over the coals, accordingly finds himself 
sporting a tin medal which for the moment shines like gold. 


Jan de Hartog, the young Hollander whose “This Time Tomor- 
several months ago was received with a barrage of whizgigs 
and catcalis, is now satisfiedly wearing the medal on his bosom as 
a result of the production by the Experimental] Theater of another 
poor but somewhat better play called “Skipper Next to God.” Instead 
of cancer research, transmigration of souls, life after death, and the 
mortal effect of too enthusiastic kissing, he presently occupies himself 
with the problem of religion in conflict with mundane law and again 
loses whatever may have been dramatic in the ideas in enough windy 
argument and, on this occasion, Biblical quotations to have driven 
the late Billy Sunday to a rest cure.

SINCE YOU CAN’T get away, outside of politics, with simply 
windy argument and Biblical quotations, our Dutch friend has had 
to think up a vehicle in which to transport them to a theater stage 
and some hoped-for paying customers. His conveyance ig a ship 
loaded with unwanted refugees seeking a port of landing, and in an 
effort to make the argumentation and quotations pass for drama he 
dresses himself up as the ship’s skipper and unloads them on a 
number of actors who in turn are made to pass themselves off for 
dramatic characters by loudly contradicting him.

IT SEEMS up to the moment that what the Experimental 
Theater's directorate particularly cherishes are plays in which the 
leading character struggles ferociously with his conscience, First we 
had Galileo giving his a violent wrestle; now we have this Skipper. 
Struggling with conscience has produced some fine plays and I am 
not complaining on that score, But when, as in the exhibits in 
question, all I get is the spectacle of an actor having a terrible 
tussle with himself while the other actors are having a terrible 
tussle with their playwright, I think may be forgiven for wishing that 
he might take off his makeup and go to work instead on a novel. It 
is only once or twice that de Hartog seems to remember that after 
all those other actors are supposed to be characters in an alive 
play and gives them anything dramatic to do. And it is for this 
reason, among others, that the evening offers the impression of 
de Hartog himself in a naval costume desperately trying to deliver a 
lengthy harangue on his religious confusion in the face of mankind's 
harsh legal edicts while being constantly interrupted and badgered 
by a cast of kibitzers,

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THE EXPERIMENTAL THEATER has now presented a play 
by a German and a Hollander, and announced that its next bill will 
be one by a Russian, the last named another version of Gorki’s “The 
Lower Depths.” The first two have been inferior plays and experi- 
mental in no perceptible sense other than that it may be an 
experiment to produce plays which any sound judge of play scripts 
would reject. Nor, surely, may the production of a modern classic 
which has already often been seen here in various forms and which 
bas already been sufficiently appreciated be termed an experiment.

BUT LET’S BE a little constructive, since the Experimental 
Theater is a worthy idea and deserves to be helped to the right 
track, Now that it has done bad plays by a German and a Dutchman 
and is planning to do an old and all too familiar one by a Russian, 
why doesn't it—if, as it seems, it is averse to doing one by an Amer- 
ican—give a merited hearing to really good fresh ones by an Irishman 
and a Frenchman, to say nothing of an excellent old but unfamiliar 
one by a Greek? The Irishman’s is O'Casey's new and brilliant 
“Cockadoodle Dandy;” the Frenchman's is Giraudoux’s locally never 
produced and witty “The Trojan War Will Not Take Place,” and 
the Greek's is Aristophanes’ wonderfully comical “The Acharnians,’””

These folks know 
they can’t drive their cars with- 
out gas in the tank but why they 
can’t see that food has the same 
function in the body that gas has 
for the automobile is hard to un- 
derstand.

The excuses for omitting this 
meal are not founded on facts. 
Some folks say they don't have 
time to eat and get to school or 
to work on time, The answer to 
that is—get up earlier. Others say 
they have no appetite. They too 
should arise early to get enough 
exercise to arouse the appetite. 
Still others who are stout think 
they can reduce by doing without 
breakfast. The reply to that idea 
is that breakfast is the least 
fattening of any meal and the 
body burns up by noon all the cal- 
ories that breakfast supplies. 


Others do without breakfast to 
save money, but when a deficient 
diet brings on poor health, they'll 
find that repairing health is more 
expensive. Fruit, cereal and milk, 
eggs, bacon and bread in the form 
of toast or cakes are the impor- 


itant foods for an adequate break- 


fast. Girls who work in Offices 
can keep down weight and their 
energy up by eating fresh citrus 
fruits, berries or melon, and cereal, 
buttered toast and milk. House- 
wives can maintain their contours 
with a similar breakfast and by 
substituting coffee for milk. Ado- 
lescent boys require more energy 
than girls and should eat the same 
things but more of such foods: as 
cereal and buttered toast. Men 
who are sedentary workers should 


fruit or fruit juice, cereal, egg, 
bacon, buttered toast and milk or 
coffee. Manual workers need al- 
most twice as big a breakfast, 
comprised of the same foods, 


Cranberry Coffee Cake, 


One cup all-purpose flour, two 
teaspoons baking powder, one- 
half teaspoon salt, two tablespoons 
butter, three tablespoons sugar, 
one egg, beaten, one-half cup milk, 
one-half cup cubed cranberry 
jelly. 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
three times with baking powder 
and salt. Cream the butter, add 
sugar and beat thoroughly. SBtir 
in the beaten egg and beat until 
light and fluffy. Add the flour 
mixture and milk alternately, be- 
ginning and ending with the flour, 
beating well after each addition, 
Pour into a greased 9-inch square 
pan. Wrap pan <cecurely in 
waxed paper and place in refrig- 
erator over-night, Next morn- 
ing, remove from ice box and 
bake in a moderately hot oven 
(400 degrees F,) for five minutes. 
Then remove cake and quickly 
sprinkle the cranberry cubes over 
the top and continue baking an- 
other 15 or 20 minutes or until 
golden brown. This may be served 
as a coffee cake, or a hot bread 
with the meal, Four to five gen- 
erous servings.

REEDING tropical fish in home aquariums is regaining 

the popularity lost during the war when imports of 

the brightly colored little creatures were cut off. Pet 
shops report increasing calls for such decorative aquarium 
dwellers as Paradise fish, Swordtails, Golden Guppies, 
Kissing Gourami and Siamese fighting fish. 

The tropical fish hobby is one that affords its enjoy- 
ment without necessitating a great deal of bother. Most 
species of the fish thrive in a small aquarium, and the water 
doesn't have to be changed too frequently; they breed read- 
ily, require very little food. The op esa pets provide their 
anciers with a continuous show as *y eH on the spright- 
y. graceful life of their miniature world. Not a few people 
find that a quiet half-hour spent watching the tiny fish serves 
as a remarkable sedative for jangled nerves. - 

Tropical fish easily ticated in a ums belong 
chiefly to the Labyrinth family, so-called because they 
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breathe air at thé surface, store it in labyrinth-like cells under 
their gills. These fish are egg-layers, but some tropical fish 
(the Cyprinodénts) bring forth their young alive. the egg- 
layers, the niost interesting are the bubble nest builders. 
Males of thesé species, of which the Betta, or fighting fish, are 
best known, Construct a floating nest of air bubbles, coated 
with a gluey fluid secreted in their mouths. As a female 
drops oggs. ©. male takes them, one at a time, in his mouth, 
places them ih the nest. After driving away the female, he 
guards the nest until the young hatch, but then he must be 
removed from the aquarium or he may eat the babies. 

One of the lirgest and most varied private collections of 
tropical aquarium in St. Louis belongs to Francis Scheff, 
a dealer in pets, He keeps some 150 fish, representing 40 
varieties, in nin® aquariums at his home, 4846 Margaretta 
avenue.
